Attorney Amnon Zichroni said 
be will today ask Ifel Aviv District 
Court Judge Amnon Strashnov to 
disqualify himself from the case of 
his client, Nahum Manbar, 
because Strashnov allegedly dis¬ 
cussed the trial with a former 
lawyer from Zichroni’s office. 

A panel of three judges - 
Strashnov, Shelly Tunen, and Ze’ev 
Hammer - is to hear pleas for 
Manbar’s sentencing today by the 
stale and Ztehroni. On June 17, foe 
three judges found Manbar guilty of 
treason for selling material equip¬ 
ment. and know-how to ban for its 
chemical warfare program. 

By law Zichroni must ask 
Strashnov to disqualify himself at 
a bearing in Strashnov's own 
courtroom. The hearing will give 
Strashnov the first opportunity to 
fonnally respond to Zichroni’s 
charges. 

Yesterday, a panel of three High 
Court justices rejected a petition 
by Zichroni asking it to nullify the 
trial, because of Strashnov's 
alleged links with Pninat Yanai, 
26, a lawyer who apprenticed in 
Strashnov’s office for six months 
and then joined Zichroni’s firm, 
where she worked for a year. 

Zichroni also called on the court 
to order the attomey-geoeral to 
launch a criminal investigation 
into allegations of breach of trust 
and obstructing justice. 

Zichroni also charged that Yanai 
had close ties with Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu’s spokes¬ 
man, Shai Barak, and that 
Netanyahu had been In touch with 
Strashnov during foe triaL 
He added flat Yanai had been in 
contact with a General Security 
Service agent named “Nir” who had 
headed the Manbar investigation. 

The judges rejected his petition, 
however, ruling that Zichroni 
should make use of the standard 
legal procedures for pressing his 
demands. These include asking 
the judge to disqualify himself 
from the case, or appealing 
Man bar's conviction to foe 
Supreme Court and asking it to 
accept as new information foe 
charges raised in the petition. 

Tire court drama was enhanced 
by the presence of Yanai, who 
asked to add her name to foe peti¬ 
tion as a respondent and hired 
Avigdor Feldman to represent 
her. 


Yanai sat alone on the front bench 
and listened as Zichroni her former 
boss, repeated his accusations that 
she had had romantic relations with 
Strashnov and that foe two lad 
remained in close touch during the 
year she worked for Zichroni. 

Outside in the corridor, sur¬ 
rounded by an army of photogra¬ 
phers and journalists, sbe denied 
Zichroni's charges and launched a 
counterattack. 

Zichroni's accusations ate “a low 
and despicable act of brutality,” 
said Yanai “He was very insulted

that he lost the Manbar case. His 
reputation was damaged and be is 
intoxicated with his good name. So 
he decided to go one step too fen 
He is blaming me for his failure.” 

As for her relations with 
Strashnov, Yanai said: *T did not 
have any romantic or intimate 
relationship [with him.] I had a 
friendly, close relationship. He is a 
very nice man, a very friendly 
man.

which had nothing to do in any 
way with foe trial.” 

Yanai added that anyone who 
knows Strashnov knows that he 
would have “hung up the phone or 
kicked her out of foe office" had 
she dared to raise the Manbar trial 
with him. 

She accused Zichroni of hiring 
her for one purpose only, so as to 
exploit her connections with 
Strashnov to help win the case. 

She also denied Zichrom's 
charges that she had discussed the 
case with Bazak or that she had 
ever claimed that Netanyahu had 
been in touch with Strashnov dur¬ 
ing tire triaL 

Feldman charged that Zichroni 
knew all along flat his petition 
had no chance of being accepted. 

“It was a way of putting pressure 
on the judge and threatening him,” 
said Feldman. “It was obvious that 
from a legal point of view foe peti¬ 
tion did not stand a chance. 
Zichroni sub mi tied it not in order 
to win, but to gain publicity.”

“We have solid material based 
on direct evidence,” said Zichroni. 
“We have written depositions and 
additional material.” 

He called for all the parties to 
undergo lie detector tests. 

“When my accusers are tested, 
foe lie detector will explode,” said 
Zichroni. 

Last night, Justice Minister 
Tzahi Hanegbi warned that 
Zichroni’s accusations against 
Strashnov and the violation of foe 
temporary publication ban 
imposed by the court on Monday 
by MKs, including Nissim Zvilli 
(Labor), further undermined foe 
rule of law. 


“It is hard to understand bow 
responsible people, public officials, 
public figures ami community lead¬ 
ers fail to understand the practical 
consequences of this dangerous 
development,” said Hanegbi. 

“Veiled threats, unacceptable 
pressure from politicians, misuse 
of the judicial process, ignoring of 
judicial decisions - all of these 
undermine foe foundations of our 
democratic society,” he said. 

Yesterday’s High Court hearing 
was opened to foe press after the 
court decided to lift a publication 
ban imposed on Monday at foe 
request of the state. 

The judges ruled foal, from both 
a legal and practical point of view, 
there was no point to the ban. For

one thing, the decision to lift the 
temporary ban was based on the 
principle of open access to judicial 
bearings. For another, many of foe 
details had already been published 
and there was no point in main¬ 
taining it any longer. 

Zichroni argued that he had fDed 
the petition because the attomey- 
general's office had refused his 
request the previous week to 
launch an investigation into the 
allegations he had raised. 

But one official said that 
Zichroni was disingenuous, 
because be had known all along 
that the attorney-general could not 
begin an investigation of 
Strashnov while Manbar’s trial 
was still in progress. 


Rubin says US retains a certain 
degree of optimism for talks

Government officials put a posi¬ 
tive spin yesterday on State 
Department Spokesman James 
Rubin’s remark Monday that foe 
“ball is in the court of the Israelis” 
regarding the IDF’s redeployment 
in the West Bank. 

The officials said it was a signal 
to Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu flat be should “orga¬ 
nize” direct talks with the 
Palestinian Authority. 

Rubin kept up foe focus on the 
Israeli-Palestinian deadlock yes¬ 
terday, saying the US is trying to 
“retain a certain degree of opti¬ 
mism” and declining to speculate 
on what would happen if the peace 
bid does not succeed. 

“I’d rather not speculate for you 
now what we will do if it doesn't 
work out," he told reporters. 

In an apparent nudge to 
Netanyahu, Rubin stated further 
that creating an infrastructure to 
fight terrorism "would happen bet¬ 
ter if foe agreement were 
reached." 

Rubin’s remarks Monday put the 
emus squarely on Israel for break¬ 
ing foe deadlock with the 
Palestinians. Still, Netanyahu’s 
director of communication, David 
Bar-Hlan, said: “Perhaps this will 
bring about the kind of bilateral 
negotiations which should take 


place.” 

The Palestinian Authority, 
meanwhile, expressed satisfaction 
yesterday with foe US for blaming 
Israel for the current stalemate. 
But it rejected a US appeal Friday 
that it hold direct talks with Israel 

“We don't accept talks without 
developments on the ground,” 
Nabil Amr, an adviser to PA 
Chairman Yasser Arafat said. 
“This [redeployment] is the most 
imp ortant element in foe talks and 
there is no alternative for this." 

A senior Israeli government 
source attributed Rubin's words 
to a “misunderstanding in 
Washington” about foe contents 
of the prime minister’s speech 
Monday to a visiting Israel 
Bonds group from the US and 
Canada. 

Netanyahu's endorsement of 
Secretary of Stete Madeleine 
Albright's call for an Israeli- 
Palestinian dialogue Mid his pro¬ 
posal that the two sides go into 
marathon bargaining “evidently 
was reported incorrectly," foe 
source said. 

This was said to have upset foe 
Palestinians and to have prompted 
Rubin’s remark as a means of 
soothing and reassuring them. 

Netanyahu said that “foe gap 
between the US and Israel is very 
small” and contended that “signif¬ 
icant progress was achieved in 
recent weeks.” However, he noted 
flat there are problems insofar as 


foe Palestinians* willingness to 
comply to standing commitments 
to stamp out terrorism is con¬ 
cerned. 

Following up on Afbngm s call 
Friday for direct talks, Netanyahu 
proposed that the two sides 
“engage in continuous discussions 
nntil their completion." He 
blamed foe PA for suspending foe 
bilateral talks 15 months ago, 
because of the Har Homa con¬ 
struction issue. 

“If you’re serious about peace 
you don't cut off negotiations 
because of a housing project,” he

that be is doing everything he can 
to expedite a deal. 

“When I am convinced that we 
have a good arrangement of the 
kind I have been working to 
achieve, one which provides 
security, protects the Israeli set¬ 
tlements, and safeguards nation¬ 
al interests while strictly requir¬ 
ing Palestinian compliance with 
obligations undertaken, 1 will 
not hesitate to bring it to the 
government and the Knesset,” he 
said. . 

Netanyahu spokesman Shai 
Bazak also signalled possible 
movement toward an agreement 
when he announced that it? terms 
will not be put to a national refer¬ 
endum.

MKs trade accusations over scandal

A storm erupted in tire political 
arena yesterday, as die coalition 
and opposition launched mutual 
attacks immediately after tire 
High Cram of Justice lifted the 
publication ban on die details of 
what has come to be known as tire 
“Strashnov Affair.” 

In feet, all tire details bad been 
calculating in the Knesset corri¬ 
dors since Monday. .“But nobody 
could say anything because of the 
court-issued publication ban,” one 
MK explained. “Today everything 
exploded and the accusations 
came flooding out.” 

Likud members charged that

Likud spokeswoman Ronit 
Eckstein said “Opposition ele¬ 
ments have descended to a new 
low.

Labor’s spokesman blasted “tire 
Likud spokespeople's Finkel- 
stein-like tactics, which are 
intended to divert criticism from 
Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu and his spokesman to 
irrelevant political tracks.” 

MK Dalia Itzik, who heads tire 
Labor response team and report¬ 
edly was rare of tire MKs wbo 
received a contribution from 
Manbar, refused to discuss tire 
charge. 

MK Anal Maor (Meretz) said, 
“It should be remembered that the 
main issue in tire Strashnov Affair 
is whether the prime minister tried 
to get to a judge and intervene in 
judicial proceedings." 

She said the role of attorney 
Pninat Yanai, a framer intern of 


Strashnov's who also worked on 
Manbar’s defense tam, should be 
investigated. The petition filed by 
Manbar’s lawyer; Amnon 
Zichrani in attempt to gain a retri¬ 
al for Manbar; included details 
about an alleged intimate relation¬ 
ship between Strashnov and 
Yanai. 

MK Uzi Baram (Labor), said he 
bad twice had contact with Yanai 
as part of hex work on the case. He 
said she had given the impression 
of working very hard to defend 
Manbar. 

Baram said if it turns out 
Strashnov had been influenced 
and received material be should¬ 
n’t have during tire trial then a 
new trial must be held. 

“But if it’s about a love affair 
which may or may not have been, 
I don’t know how modi it influ¬ 
enced tire trial, although it’s clear 


there was something improper 
going on.” 

He denied that exposure of lire 
affair was politically motivated, 
noting it was Maabax's lawyers 
who had initiated tire petition “not 
tire Labor Party.”

The incident began yesterday 
afternoon east of tire Kfanifim 
border crossing when the Israeli 
patrol asked fee Palestinian to 
examine a suspicious looking 
cart.

Judge Amnon Strashnov 

Judge Amnon Strashnov, 51, known in 
legal circles as a respected and hardworking 
senior jurist, launched his career in the mil¬ 
itary. He served for 23 years in the lDF’s 
legal branch, culminating in a five-year 
stint as judge advocate-general between 
1986 and 1991. 

During his military service, he dealt with 
many controversial cases connected to the 
Intifada, including fee Givati, Golani, and 
Yehuda Meir trials. After retiring from the 
IDF, he published a book tided Justice 
Under Fire detailing his experiences. 

Since his appointment to the Tel Aviv 
District Court, he has presided over a full 
range of criminal proceedings. 


Nahum Manbar 

Nahum Manbar was raised in Kibbutz 
Givat Haim and completed service in fee IDF 
as a paratrooper. He became a busi nessman , 
first in Israel and then in Europe, moving 
into fee lucrative international arms trade. 

When he was arrested last spring, Manbar 
was visiting Israel from fee home in 
Switzerland he shares with his second wife, 
Francine, and their son. 

On June 18, Manbar was convicted by Tfcl 
Aviv District Court of aiding an enemy state 
with intent to harm Israel's security by selling 
Iran material to produce mustard and nerve 
gas and equipment for $16 million between 
1990 and 1995. Manbar is to be sentenced 
today. 


Attorney Pninat Yuiai 

Pninat Yanai, 26, was bom and raised in 
Yavne. After completing her legal studies at 
the Law College associated wife Bar-Dan 
University, she served her apprenticeship in 
Amnon Strashnov’s office, and afterwards 
joined Amnon Zichroni’s office as an attor¬ 
ney in May 1997, several weeks after 
Manbar was indicted.

Hussein: Time running out for peace

Jordan's King Hussein yester¬ 
day met with Labor Party leader 
Ehud BaraJc and afterwards urged 
Israel to take courageous and 
swift action towards a peace set¬ 
tlement with the Palestinians. 

“I am concerned over the peace 
process and the current situation. 
There must be courageous and 
swifi decisions taken to bring the 
peace process towards a compre¬ 
hensive settlement We should 
concentrate on time because we 
have lost a lot of time in the 
past” Hussein said on Jordan TV.

“But die time for the peace 
process is running out ana die 
window of opportunity is closing. 
It’s terrible to see evetythiqg 
we’ve built and created slipping 
away. Critical decisions must be 
made." 

Hussein said be was wearied 
for die peace process, “but we 
must not abandon hope.” 

Barak conveyed to Hussein the 
desire of the Israeli people for 
peace, and said strategic prob¬ 
lems should be at the top of the 
Israeli government’s agenda, 
rather than a preoccupation with 
technical details. 

The Jordanian monarch and 
Crown Prince Hassan held an 
hour-tang meeting with Barak, 


who was accompanied by MKs 
Avraham Sbohat, Avi Yehezkel 
and S al ah Thrif. 

Asked whether he had confi¬ 
dence in Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu, Hussein 
said “I don't want to be personal, 
but we are no longer coordinated 
as we used to be. In any rase, he 
was elected by die majority and 
as long as they want him and he’s 
prime minister; we will cooperate 
with him.

Security sources deny reports 
of Lebanon pullout plans

The IDF has drawn up contin¬ 
gency plans for a unilateral with¬ 
drawal from the security zone, 
after which South Lebanese Army 
commander Gen. Antoine Laharf 
will declare lh* region an indepen¬ 
dent state, &c:£M'«ng »o an Arabic 
language weekly newspaper. 

The claims, made in the Paris- 
based Al-Warian al-Arrabe, were 
described as nonsense by officials 
here. 

"The issue of an unilateral with¬ 
drawal is not on the agenda and 
therefore any speculations about 
this are baseless,” a senior security 
source said yesterday. 

“Israel has a policy which is 
based on the cabinet decision of 
Aprii 1 to pull the army out in the 


framework of [UN Security 
Council Resolution} 425 with 
security guarantees,” said the 
source. 

He maintained that all attempts 
by Syria and Lebanon to torpedo 
the 425 proposal had foiled and 
that Israel’s initiative is still alive 
and welL 

According to Al-Wattan al- 
Arrabe. Israel would implement its 
secret withdrawal plan followed 
by Lahad’s declaration if the 425 
initiative foiled. The weekly 
claimed that preliminary steps 
have already been taken in south 
Lebanon and the international 
arena toward implementation of 
tiie plan.

Manbar 
described himself as haying felt 
that he was her captive. He 
begged his lawyers not to prevent 
her from appearing in court and 
even gave her a power of attorney 
without their knowledge." 

After Manbar was convicted on 
June 17, his wife, Francine, began 
to tape her conversations with 
Yanai. According to Zichroni, 
Yanai described one meeting 
between Yanai and Strashnov in 
Jerusalem, before the verdict was 
given. She told Francine Manbar 
that the two had met in a hotel and 
discussed the triaL 
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battalion soldier and a Lebanese 
civilian as a result of SLA mortar 
fire on Monday evening. 

The international peacekeeping 
force said a mortar round had 
exploded alongside an UN vehicle 
near Harris village, north of the 
security zone, wounding the Irish 
soldier, who was in the vehicle, 
and die Lebanese civilian who was 
walki ng ne arby. 

“UNIFIL headquarters is 
extremely concerned about this 
totally unacceptable, unwarranted, 
and reckless action which could so 
easily have resulted in serious 
injury or loss of life," said a state- 
mem issued by the force.

Regarding the territories, 
Mofaz said, “There is constant 
tension and friction, which has

NEW YORK - Dov Hildnd, a 
New York state assemblyman, was 
acquitted Monday of federal 
charges that he accepted more 
than $40,000 in bribes from a 
Jewish agency in Brooklyn to pay 
for family trips to Israel and 
Europe and for his children’s 
yeshiva tuition. 

“Here I am in a yaimulke, an 
Orthodox Jew, and a jury made up 
of a cross-section of New York, 
including four black people and a 
Pakistani person, and I got justice 
today," said Hikind, 48, of 
Borough Park. “What a great 
country for someone whose par¬ 
ents survived Auschwitz.’’ 

But Hikind’s co-defendant. 
Rabbi Eli meleeh Naiman, an 
executive of the Council of Jewish 
Organizations of Borough Park, 
was convicted of bribery and mis¬ 
use of funds. 

He faces a 10-year sentence for 
each charge. 

Another COJO official, Paul 
Chemick, pleaded guilty in April 
to stealing federal funds and has 
said he used some of those funds 


for payoffs to Hikind, according to 
news accounts. 

Monday's verdicts were not seen 
as contradictory. After more titan 
five days of deliberation, the jury 
apparently determined that 
Naiman made the payments wife 
the intent of influencing Hikind, 
but that Hikind did not receive the 
payments with corrupt intent, 
according to yesterday's New York 
Tunes. 

Hikind has been a Democratic 
state legislator for 16 years and 
had indicated that be planned to 
run for Congress. 

Although he was acquitted, 
analysts said his political career 
was likely to be shadowed by 
doubts. 

Until it was shuttered by the 
indictments, COJO was a social 
service agency that received 
millions of dollars a year in gov¬ 
ernment aid to ran programs for 
the elderly, children and immi¬ 
grants - most of them Orthodox 
Jews. 

Its officials also were politically 
influential, as it was assumed they 
could deliver the baredi vote dur¬ 
ing elections.

Abiola from jail, but 
in the end it was the 
gods who freed the 
chief from their 
clutches. 

In a land where 
corruption and lies 
are the normal way 
of government, it is' 
forgivable drat (he people assume 
the news of Abiola’s death from a 
heart attack was also a Ee and 
took to the streets in angry protest. 

Abioia’s family too opted for 
the conspiracy theory of poison¬ 
ing - not surprising since one of 
his wives, Ku dirat Abiola, was 
assassinated in 1996 by a gang 
of thugs after campaigning on 
her husband’s behalf. 

Abiola became violently ill 
while talking with US 
Undersecretary of Stale Thomas 
Pickering and died of cardiac 
axrest, as a post-mortem has estab¬ 
lished. His harsh treatment in 
prison certainly contributed to ins 
Alness, and there is no way the 
military regime can be absolved 
of blame for his eariy deafe. 

Exiled heritage 
The death of the uniquely pop¬ 
ular Abiola is only die latest in 
the sad catalog of disasters for 
Nigerian democracy and its 
international image. 

Nigeria is one of the most 
diverse and cultured of African 
nations - or at least (hat is the 
image it should have. Instead its 
name has become synonymous 
with corruption, dictatorship nar¬ 
cotics and baud on a massive 
scale. An international survey of 
businessmen last year unanimous¬ 
ly voted “Nigeria die most corrupt 
country on'Earth. In the eyes'of 
die West mid the Commonwealth 
States!, it Ts a pariah state because 
of its human-rights abuses and 
contempt for democracy. 

Nigeria is a country with a rich 
heritage and wealthy resources 
which are being squandered by its 
own government after centuries 
of colonial exploitation at the 
bands of foreigners. Nigerians are 
a diverse and cultured people - 
Abiola himself represented a syn¬ 
thesis of bis Christian upbringing 
and conversion to Islam, and was 
proud of both cultures. 

Nobel literature laureate Wole 
Soyinka is Nigeria’s most 
famous son - the author and 
playwright is of course despised 
by the military and lives in exile. 

Soldier, soldier 
The country also produced 
such renowned writers as Chinua 


Achebe, Amos Tutuola and 
Cyprian EkweusL The musician 
Fela Atukulapo Kuti created the 
Afrobeat sound in the 1970s and 
brought African music to world¬ 
wide audiences. 

Since Nigeria gained indepen¬ 
dence from Britain in 1960, it 
has been misruled by soldiers for 
all but 10 years. AH nine changes 
of government have been engi¬ 
neered in one way or another by

In June 1993, Babangida 
annulled die presidential elections 
won by millionaire businessman 
Abiola. Babangida was misted by 
his defense minister; Gen. Sani 
Abadn. Abiola proclaimed him¬ 
self president in 1994 in Lagos 
and was promptly arrested and 
jailed Western countries imposed 
limi ted sanctions on Nigeria, and 
the Commonwealth suspended it 
far executing nine minority-rights 
activists, including the distin¬ 
guished playwright Ken Saro- 
Wrwa, in 1995. 

Open sore 

Abacha died last month, hav¬ 
ing failed to keep his promise to 
transfer Nigeria to civil rule, but 
instead manipulating proposed 
elections so that he would be the 
sole candidate. The world has 
given his successor something of 
a grace period, but so for aH 
received m retain is words. 

“Under a dictatorship, a nation 
ceases to exist," writes the exiled 
Soyinka in his most recent book. 
The Open Sore of a Continent. 
“All that remains is a fiefdom, a 
planet of slaves regimental by 
aliens from outer space.” 
Soyinka was writing when 
Abacha was stiD alive - a corrupt 
and brutal man whom he found 
particularly obnoxious, “the most 
ruthless, unconscionable dictator 
we have ever known in Nigeria.” 

Soyinka still finds Nigeria a 
bleak place, a prison far the 
national soul, yet he refuses to 
abandon what he calls “the hope 
that lives underground.” 

‘The opposition is very much 
on the run, the leadership has 
been decapitated by imprison¬ 
ment, and the rest have been 
fraced into exile,” he writes. 
Soyinka says die successful 
defeat of apartheid in South 
Africa should be an inspiration 
to his countrymen. 

“It was a triumph of the human 
will and a triumph of racial win 
for black peoples all over the 
world. If anything, it is a chal¬ 
lenge to Nigeria." 


Tina passes the torch 

Days after Brown’s stunning resignation an award-winning writer with no management 
or editing experience, takes the helm of the prestigious TsJew Yorker* magazine

P ulitzer Prize-winning author 
David Renmick, a prolific 
and versatile journalist who 
has never held an editing job, was 
named editor of die New Yorker 
Monday, taking the helm of the 
venerable weekly at a time of 
chronic fmanrial trouble and fitful 
editorial verve. 

The 39-year-old Renmick, a for¬ 
mer Washington Post reporter who 
won die 1994 nonfiction Pulitzer 
as well as that year's prestigious 
George Polk Award for a book 
about the breakup of the Soviet 
Union, was the surprise choice of 
billionaire SX Newhouse Jr., 
chairman of the private media 
company that owns the magazine. 

Renmick, a staff writer for the 
magazine since 1992, replaces 
editor Una Brown, who stunned 
Manhattan’s glitterati six days ago 
by resigning to launch a 
Hollywood-backed multimedia 
company. 

“I’m going to do what I can, first 
and foremost, to continue malting 
this a great, witty and foriQing 
magazine, and do what I can to 
make it viable,” Renmick said from 
die New Yorker's West 43rd Street 
offices in Manhattan, hours after 
Newhouse summoned him to the 
Goode Nast Publications Building 
a few blocks away and told him the 
job was his, effective immediately. 

“This is not (he year zero, and 
we don’t need to start all over 
again. But eventually the place 
comes to reflect the editor." 

“He has a combination of expe¬ 
rience as a writer and also dealing 
conceptually with the magazine," 
Newhouse said in an interview. “I 
think that was what made him nrj 
choice. The fact that he was an 
insider was also important" 

REMNICK'S COLLEAGUES 
greeted him with cheers and a 
five-minute ovation when 
Newhouse made the announce¬ 
ment They described (he 
Hillsdale, NJ, native and dentist's 
son as a journalist of enormous 
talents, protean interests, keen 
intelligence and good taste — all 
attributes that they argued Will 
compensate for his lack of experi¬ 
ence as an editor and a manager. 

“There's joy in MudviHe," said 
New Yorker senior editor Hendrik 
Hertzbeig. 

*Tm so pleased for David and 
for the New Yorker said veteran 
writer John McPhee, who has 
known the new editor since 
Remnick took his “Literature of 
Fact” seminar during his senior 
year at Princeton in 1981. 

“When a person has as much 
range and talent as David does, it 
can’t help but translate itself into 
the nature of the magazine." 

Longtime New Yorker writer 
Calvin Trillin expressed relief at 
die choice, saying: *Tve admired 
David since be got here— In posi¬ 
tive and negative ways both, I had 
steeled myself for the possibility 
of some Conde Nast trend hound 
arriving with his black shirt but¬ 
toned up to the collar and telling 
us we needed to pay a tittle more 
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Outgoing ‘New Yorker* editor Una Brown and husband, Harold Evans, at the magazine’s 70th 
anniversary gala in February 1995. ‘Eventually the place comes to reflect the editor,’ says Brown’s 
successor, David Remnkk. (AP) 


attention to die club scenes It 
never occurred to me that anything 
this sensible would happen.” 

Brown!pptnted out feat in recent 
years ste has idled heavily on 
Renmick’s editorial advice in drap¬ 
ing die magazine’s tone and content 

“David was die key member of 
nay dream team," she said, “and he 
grew to be really die most impor¬ 
tant single figure at die New 
Yorker, in terms of his embodiment 
of the spirit of the magazine." 

When she took over in 1992, 
Brown radically altered the New 
Yorker from the journalistic gravi¬ 
tas and prim tone of William 
Shawn, the longest-serving editor, 
to an occasionally glitzy journal 
focusing on social and political 
trends, celebrities and controver¬ 
sies - the “buzz,” in the parlance 
of the slick magazine world. 

But sire predicted feat Remnick 
would find his own path. 

“I think he’ll develop gradually. 
I’m sure bell have a very different 
take on things, and 1 hope he 
does," she said. 


Robert Gottlieb, Brown’s imme¬ 
diate predecessor; predicted feat 
Remnick would attempt to return 
die magazine, to some of the liter¬ 
ary and journalistic tradition; cele¬ 
brated by the legendary Shawn, 
who was editor for 35 years until 
Gottlieb's anivaL 

“Based on his background. Pm 
assuming that he’ll try to restore 
the New Yorker’s in-depth foreign 
journalism feat Shawn developed 
so successfully,” Gottlieb said. 

Privately, Gottlieb has told friends 
feat taking die helm of the money- 
losing magazine in fee highly 
charged political atmosphere of 
Conde Nast “would be like sticking 
your head in a pencil sharpener.” 

REMNICK, who sent Newhouse a 
3,000-word memo on the New 
Yorker late Sunday night, was 
deliberately vague about his plans 
Monday, saying, “I don’t think it 
would be fair of me to get into 
specifics.... 

“Most magazines have peak 
moments,” he said. “They live on. 


they do just okay, or they die. 

"Tb tNew Yorker has had a very 
different kind of existence. The 
development of. tin's magazine 
from this light and wonderfbl 
comic weekly under (founder 
Harold] Ross, and then gaining 
reportocial heft and intellectual 
.seriousness under Shawn, and 
(hen not radical change under 
Gottlieb, but adding certain 
graphic elements at fee margins, 
and then Una coming in and 
opening up the thing in such a 
radical way. 

“But it’s still fee same magtedne. 
It has die same genetic material." 

Remnick becomes the New 
Yorker’s fifth editor since its 
founding more than six decades 
ago. He lias been a star writer at 
fee magazine, producing more 
than 100 articles on a dazzling 
array of subjects, discourring with 
authority and literary flair about 
everything from Boris Yeltsin’s 
, political travails to Luciano 
Pavarotti’s opera career and Mike 
Tyson’s rise and fall. 


■ In his decade at fee Washington 
Post, Remnick was equally eclectic. 

Starting in 1982 as an intern in 
the Style section, be then worked 
fee night police beat, covered ten¬ 
nis and pro basketball for the 
Sports section and worked in Style 
amt fee Washington Post Magazine 
before going to Moscow for a four- 
year tour in 1988. 

During a period of upheaval in 
the Sovirt Union, which was soon 
to disappear as a political entity, 
Renmick chronicled the politics 
and personalities of an emerging 
democracy. 

He wrote his prize-winning 
Lenin's Tomb based on his Post 
reporting, and has gone on to pro- 
feme three other books, including 
King of the World, a study of the 
young Mohammad Ali, to be pub¬ 
lished this felL. 

NEWHOUSE, who, like Remnick, 
declined to discuss the terms of 
the position - which pays in the 
high six figures in salary, perks 
and other compensation — said 
Renmick is not under orders to 
reverse fee New Yorker’s financial 
fortunes. The magazine has lost an 
estimated $175 million since 
Newhouse bought itin 1985. 

“He has no mandate and we 
never discussed the subject," 
Newhouse said. 1 guess any editor 
is aware in general terms of the sta¬ 
tistics of his magazine. But David’s 
mandate, soch as it is, has nothing 
to do with ad pages or xevenne~_ I 
think he has got to discover Us 
own magazine for himself." 

Newhouse said Remnick met 
wife him twice last week before be 
nude his pick on Sunday about 10 
pim. Remnick was among four 
candidates considered for fee job. 

In an unusual twist, Newhouse 
gave Remnick die nod merely a 
few hours after Slate magazine 
editor Michael Kinsley provision¬ 
ally accepted Newhouse’s offer of 
the job Sunday evening and then 
went off with Newhouse to a cele¬ 
bratory dinner: 

Kinsley recalls feat Newhouse 
discussed wife him how they 
would try to keep fee sure-to-be 
disconsolate Remnick at the mag¬ 
azine after Newhouse gave him 
fee bad news Monday morning. 

But 15 minutes after they parted 
company at die restaurant, accord¬ 
ing to Kinsley’s e-mailed account 
that Newhouse doesn’t dispute, 
fee billionaire phoned Kinsley at 
his hotel and withdrew die offer. 

“It was not pleasant at all," a 
drained and angry Kinsley said 
Monday. *Tm glad I found out 
what this guy is like to work for 
before I took the job." 

Of Remnick, Kinsley said: 
“He’s a fantastic writer and an 
extremely intelligent thinkeranda 
very nice guy._ He’s never been 
an editor before and that’s a big 
question mark. I’d like to think 
there is some value to fee skill and 
experience of what I have spent 
most of my life doing— 

“But if there is some way I can 
wish David Renmick well without 
wishing Si Newhouse well, I 
would like to do that.”

US business leaders urge ‘drastic’ Japan reform

TOKYO (Reuters) - Unlike oast 
££&*£* overshadow^ 
5552^ ^PU«s. Japan and US 
Ieade ^s presented a unit- 

to yestcrda y t0 Press Japan 
to take urgent and drastic” action 
to revive its economy. 

More than 90 Japanese and US 
buaness leaders who had gathered 
m Tokyo for a three-day annual 
cmfereoce sounded an alarm for 
me Japanese govern menu saying 


that a sense of regency was what 
the nation most keep in mind. 

“One of oar purposes.- is to 
reinforce die sense of urgency to 
tackle many fundamental issues 
that are facing Japan today 
because of their broader implica¬ 
tions through Asia and around the 
world,*- Michael Jordan, chairman 
and chief executive of CBS Corp*» 
told a news conference. 

Jordan co-chaired the 35th 
Japan-US Business Conference 
with Mitsubishi Carp Chairman 


Minoru Makihara. 

“Both sides shared a common 
view, as a sense of crisis is spread¬ 
ing amid Japan's economic gloom 
and a planned change in the 
administration [of Prime Minister 
Ryu taro Hashimoto],” Makihara 
told the same news conference. 

On Monday, Hashimoto 
announced that be would step 
down as prime minister to take the 
blame for his Liberal Democratic 
Parly's stunning setback in 
Sunday’s Upper House election. 


A joint statement released after 
the conference called for steps by 
Japan 10 remove bad loans from 
bank balance sheets, for swift 
implementation of permanent cuts 
in corporate and income taxes, and 
for consolidated taxation. 

“Given its extensive trade and 
investment ties throughout Asia, 
Japan in particular should renew 
efforts to open its markets to foreign 
goods and services and stimulate its 
economy, in order to stabilize the 
yen and spur economic recovery in 


die region,” the statement said. 

The business leaders also said flat 
development of “electronic com¬ 
merce” should be led by the private 
sector and urged government not to 
impose unnecessary controls. 

Yotaro Kobayashi, chairman of 
Fuji Xerox Co Ltd, said there had 
been a fundamental change in the 
position of Japanese business 
leaders, who in contrast to their 
US counterparts participating in a 
robust US economy, have increas¬ 
ingly lost confidence. 


“We now admit that Japan’s 
[economic] problem is the top pri¬ 
ority issue, and the joint statement 
symbolized the changing relations 
between the two sides, 
Kobayashi said. 

Fuji Bank chairman Toni 
Hashimoto echoed that view, say¬ 
ing that although the US economy 
was now performing well, that 
would not last forever read would 
ev entuall y corns to a turning point. 

“It is important to ensure recov¬ 
ery in the Japanese economy by 


that time,” be said. 

Bilateral trade issues were treat¬ 
ed as a secondary topic at this 
meeting, but US business leaders 
said that trade could re-cmerge as 
a political problem in the future. 

“Clearly a rising trade deficit 
can be a political problem in tire 
United States, but 1 think leader¬ 
ship in our country can defend the 
current situation as we see vigor¬ 
ous action taken by Japan in line 
with our recommendation," CBS’s 
Jordan said. 


Chinese minister holds Somber mood in N. Ireland as 3 murdered boys are buried 
historic Taiwan visit

TAIPE 1 (Reuters) - The first 
cabinet minister from commu¬ 
nist China to set foot in rival 
Taiwan arrived yesterday and 
said the unprecedented visit 
would open the door for new 
cooperation between Taipei and 
Beijing. 

“I am very pleased to visit the 
motherland’s precious island," 
Science and Technology 
Minister Zhu Lilan said at Taipei 
airport, choosing language that 
carefully drove home Beijing’s 
claim to sovereignty over 
Taiwan. 

Zhu, leading a 14-member dele¬ 
gation to a seminar on cross-strait 
science and technology 

exchanges, was the first cabinet 
minister from Beijing to visit 
Ihiwan since the Nationalist gov¬ 
ernment fled there from tire main¬ 
land during tire Chinese Civil War 
in 1949. 

Beijing regards the Nationalist- 
ruled island as a renegade 
province that must be brought 
under mainland role. Neither ride 


recognizes the other’s sovereignty. 

Zhu said she hoped the trip 
would help promote cooperation 
and exchanges across the Taiwan 
strait - 

“With the advent of the 21st 
century, both sides need to 
strengthen exchanges,” Zhu said. 
“Technological development Is 
tire key for the Chinese people to 
grow and flo urish. I hope the visit 
will pave new ways for bilateral 
cooperation.” 

Zhu, the first head of China’s 
new Ministry of Science and 
'technology, was scheduled to 
speak tomorrow about mainland 
technological developments and 
cross-strait science exchanges. 

The ministry replaced the old 
State Science and Technology 
Commission, a cabinet-level 
agency. 

Taiwan’s semi-official Industrial 
technology Research Institute, 
which is hosting the seminar, said 
Zhu came to Taiwan not as an offi¬ 
cial but in her private capacity as a 
Peking University professor and 
was not scheduled to meet any 
teiwan official.

Swede Claes Bergyall, who dis¬ 
covered:: tire 25-meter wooden 
ketch Jonkoping- which sank in 
1916, yesterday said the wreck 
was almost ready, far lifting but if 
an already gusty! wind mined 
stronger, tire operation could, be. 
delayed, again.. 

“We are now connecting tire lift¬ 
ing harness and later today we 
should get it hooked to tire lifting 
line," be said.

Divers can work on tire wreck 
for just one hour out of six needed 
for a full descent, including 
decompression time to avoid “tire 
bends” when they surface. 

The sling was finally put in 
place on Monday. 

The ship, carrying 5,000 bottles 
of 1907 Heidrieck & Co cham¬ 
pagne and several dozen casks of 
cognac and wine, was on its way 
to supply the Tsar’s army in 
Finland when it was sunk by a 
German submarine. 

Bergyall, who spent months 
researching tire events of that fate¬ 
ful day in November 1916, says it 
appears tire crew opened some 
crates of champagne because sev¬ 
eral dozen bottles were scattered 
cm the sunken ship’s deck. 

- During World War One, Finland 
was controlled by Germany's foe 
Russia and the bubbly and cognac 
aboard Jonkoping were meant for 
tire officers of tire Tsarist army sta¬ 
tioned here. 

Several hundred bottles of 
Heidrieck recovered by divers 
have revealed perfectly drinkable 
champagne. 

Experts who tasted tire wine said 
it was ideaUy preserved by fee cold 
and dark Brine Sea and time are 
hopes the cognac is also intact Up 
to 80,000 bottles can be filled if all 
tire amber Hguor is recovered.

RASHARKIN, (Renters) - The 
funeral got under way yesterday of 
three young boys murdered in a 
sectarian arson attack that stunned 
Northern Ireland. 

The deaths in a suspected petrol 
bomb attack by pro-British “loyal¬ 
ist” extremists put enormous pres¬ 
sure on the Protestant Orange 
Order to call off their supporters’ 
often violent protests against a ban 
cm one of their most important 
annual parades. 

Despite calls from political and 
religious leaders in Nonhem 
Ireland and England, Orangemen 
at Portadown refused to give up 
their protest and vowed to remain 
there until they were allowed to 
march along tire town’s Catholic 
Garvaghy Road. 

But there were signs, despite 
some overnight clashes between 
Protestant militants and police at 
Portadown, that the protest was 
scaling down in the somber 
national mood prompted by the 
deaths of Richard Quinn, 11, and 
his brothers. Mari, 10, and Jason, 
eight. 

At the home of the boys' grand¬ 
mother, Irene Quinn, in Rasharkin, 
65 km northwest of Belfast, three 
small white coffins were carried 
out by weeping pallbearers to 
begin their sad journey to die 
church in the nearby town of 
Ballymoney, where the boys had 
lived. 

Under grey skies, their mother, 
Chrissie, supported by her own 
mother and tire boys' surviving 
brother, Lee, aged 12, walked 
b ehin d tile cortege. 

For mpst of toe time, Chrissie 
Quinn's face was buried Inahand- 
kerchief she used to stifle her 
sobs.

Four men carried each coffin, 
some of them weeping openly. 

The first stage of toe funeral 
cortege was on foot, with about 
200 villagers and relatives accom¬ 
panied by about 20 uniformed 
firemen walking behind. The 
coffins were then placed in a 


hearse to be taken to Ballymoney, 
where a multi-denominational 
funeral service was to be held at 
tiie Church of Our Lady and Saint 
Patrick. 

The boys would, however, be 
buried at Saint Mary’s cemetery in 
Rasharkin because, according to 


their grandmother, their mother 
does not wish to return to 
Ballymoney. 

An. elderly Catholic bystander 
said toe village of Rashaikin was 
in shock after the killings. 

Police were still questioning two 
men arrested on Monday in con¬ 


nection with the murders. 

The boys’ primary school 
headmaster, Joe McConaghie,

Belated fimeral for tsar stirs political controversy

YEKATERINBURG, (Reuters) - 
Eighty years after Tsar Nicholas H 
and his family were murdered by the 
country’s new Communist rulers, 
they will have a long-awaited state 
funeral this week. 

What was planned as a reconcili¬ 
ation with a painful national memo¬ 
ry has degenerated into an ugly 
political spectacle and few people 
hold out hope that the controversy 
surrounding Russia’s last emperor 
will be boned along with his bones. 

Government and church leaders 
have bickered over whether tire 
remains are authentic, where to 
bmy them and even over the cost 
of the reinterment. 

Top Russian Orthodox church 
.officials will not take part in the 
ceremonies, which begin in 
Yekaterinburg tomorrow and end 
in the imperial capital of St 
Petersburg on Friday, arguing that 
tire remains may not really be 


those of toe royal family. 

Neither will President Boris 
Yeltsin or many foreign dignitaries, 
even though tire event is billed as a 
state fimeral and the government 
has steadfastly defended the 
authenticity of (be bones. 

Bolshevik leaders, locked in a 
civil war with troops loyal to 
Nicholas, ordered him, his wife, 
their children and the family ser¬ 
vants exterminated in this central 
Russian cily on July 17,1918. Their 
corpses were soaked in acid and 
tossed into a mass grave in a forest. 

They were dug out 20 years ago 
and forensic experts in Russia, 
Britain and the United States, 
using DNA matching techniques. 


established that there was more 
than a 99.99 percent chance that 
the remains were authentic. 

That has not been convincing 
enough for church officials, who 
insist that every last vestige of doubt 
be removed, and therefore the funer¬ 
al will be a “temporary re-burial". 

Even representatives of Russia’s 
nobility say toe controversy has 
become so fierce that perhaps the 
ceremonies should not go ahead. 

“There is no doubt about it, 
these are the real remains,” said 
Sergei Koiotvinov, representative 
of the Russian Nobles Assembly 
in Yekaterinburg and a reburial 
commission member. 

“But if there is disagreement in 


society, then I don’t think it is flic 
time for a funeral,” be said. 

Compounding the row over toe 
authenticity of toe bones has been 
the tug-of-war surrounding where 
to bury them. 

Eduard Rossel, governor of the 
Sverdlovsk region which includes 
Yekaterinburg, cited the Orthodox 
tradition of burying toe dead in toe 
place where they perished in try¬ 
ing to win approval for them to 
stay in his Ural mountains city. 

Populist Moscow Mayor Yuri 
Luzhkov later joined the fray, 
offering toe capital as toe final 
resting place for the tsar before St 
Petersburg, home to the palaces 
and trappings of imperial glory. 


finally was selected. 

The organization of the cere¬ 
monies and die political fuss has 
been attacked in the media as a 
national shame. 

“What kind of aura can emanate 
from the grave of toe last Russian 
emperor if be not only suffered in 
life but even after death can’t find 
peace, having remained a playing 
card in the hand of selfish politi¬ 
cians?,” the popular daily 
Moskovsky Komsomolets said. 

“The authorities have not shown 
respect towards die memory of toe 
former ruler and by the laws of life 
shouldn’t in the future count on 
being respected themselves,” it 
added.

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Rural decline brews Australian revolt

SYDNEY - Australia's conservative 
rural heartland is hurting and cries from 
die farm are warnings of a political back¬ 
lash which could decimate Prune 
Minister John Howard’s conservative 
government after only two years in 
office. 

Like 1996, when Australia’s urban 
blue-collar voters abandoned then prime 
minister Paul Keating, ending 13 years 
of Labor party rule, disillusioned conser¬ 
vative voters are echoing the same com¬ 
plaint - the government has abandoned 
them. 

Bat this time around the Labor opposi¬ 
tion might not be die recipient of the 
protest vote against the government 

Opinion polls predict the nationalistic 
One Nation parly led by independent 
Pauline Hanson, which won 11 seats in 
the recent Queensland state election, will 
reap die rewards - leaving Australia's 
two major political parties in disarray. 

Howard must call an election by next 
year but he is widely expected to- 
announce, an early poll for political and 
economic reasons. 

Rapid change in the past decade, eco¬ 
nomic and social, has left the people on 
the farm feeling abandoned, their cultur¬ 
al identity and national relevance ques¬ 
tioned. Despair has become a wide¬ 
spread malaise. 

“Many co mmunities in rural Australia 
now feel under siege, with declining 
populations, declining incomes, declin¬ 
ing services and a training quality of 
life,” says a rural report by the Australian 
Catholic Social Welfare Commission. 

in the past 30 years, Australia has lost 
100,000 farms as families leave die land 


and the government's Australian Bureau 
of Agricultural and Resource Economics 
predicts a further 20 percent of fapnilfeg 
will abandon die land in the next decade. 

Australia once “rode on the sheep’s 
back” as national prosperity rose with 
commodity prices following World War 
U. 

In the 1950s agriculture represented 
14% of Australia's gross domestic prod¬ 
uct (GDP) but is now only 3%. 

Average farm income in 1997-98 was 
around A550.000 a year, but 64% of 
fanners lost money and one-third sur¬ 
vived, only .through off-farm income. On 
paper, the average farm profit was a 
meager A$2,000 if you include deprecia¬ 
tion and family labor. 

To- survive, many farmers have 
expanded their acreage. A viable sheep 
farm now needs 5,000 head of sheep, a 
50% increase on six to seven years ago. 

But faced with high fixed interest rates 
on loans taken to expand farms in the 
eady 1990s, subsequent weak commodi¬ 
ty prices and drought; farm debt has 
risen 34% in the past decade, hitting a 
record A$1S billion in June 1995. 

In a domino-like effect as farm 
incomes fall, rural businesses collapse, 
unemployment soars, populations 
decline and government services close or 
are privatized and then pruned. 

One third of small towns suffered pop¬ 
ulation decline between 1986 and 1996, 
said the Australian Bureau of Statistics 
report “Australian Social Trends 1998.” 
Most of these towns were in wheat- 
sheep belts, dryland grazing regions and 
mining districts. 

As bush towns decline, rural unem¬ 
ployment has risen to around 10%, com¬ 
pared with a national rate of around 8%,

and rural youth unemployment has 
soared to 40%. 

The shift off the land'has also meant 
widespread school and hospital closures. 
Many rural (owns do not have a doctor 
and some have gone'on irarinn*! televi¬ 
sion offering free housing, car and a 
guaranteed income to attract a doctor. 

Of the 37 poorest electorates in 
Australia, 33 are in the bush, as 
Australia’s rural heartland is known. The 
average household weekly income in 


Sydney is AS635, but in bush towns in 
tire stale of New South Wales it is 
AS435. 

“Therc is no doubt there are many 
areas of rural poverty in our nation,’* 
Howard told parliament after a trip to 
rural Queensland electorates which 
turned to One Nation. 

“The reality is that a lot of Australians 
in tire bush work very hard (but) _ 
they’ve been savagely mauled by tire 
downturn in world markets he said 


in defending his rural policy. 

THE FREE market doctrine adopted by 
successive Australian governments in 
file past 15 years has left many rural 
towns feeling-abandoned as corporate 
boardrooms in cities and overseas capi¬ 
tals decide fire fate of rural workers and 
towns. . . 

In January, fire copper mme in the New 
South Wales town of Cobar closed as 
prices ftlL Tire Ghana-based Ashanti 
Goldfields liquidated its Cobar Mines 
unit, fearing 260 miners without jobs 
and AS10.5 million in unpaid wages, 
leave and superannuation. 

The mine was the town's main 
employer and also, owed A$5.6m. to 
local businesses. Fleas for government 
assistance in the fight against fire foreign 
miner have fallen on deaf ears. 

The deregulation of the banking indus¬ 
try has also seen more than 400 branch 
dosmes between. 1991 and 1996, many 
in small rural towns which have resulted 
in local busuress fafinres as farmers tra¬ 
ditionally shop in the same town as their 
bank! 

“Many see -the closure of central ser¬ 
vices as signaling fire ‘death of a town,* 
** said Australian Social Trends 1998 
report 

The government's plan to fully priva¬ 
tize telecommunications firm Telstra, 
which like banks, subsidizes rural ser¬ 
vices with higjrer city charges, is seen as 
further abandonment of farmers. 

Declining services and unemployment 
have proven ripe areas for tire Howard 
government to target with pre-election 
sweeteners. 

On Friday, tire government went on a 
ASl billion (US$6l0m.) spending spree 


ta tire latest m a series offers to woo back 
disaffected supporters. 

The - Liberal-National government 
unveiled ASl 50m. in cut-price phone 
calls for the bush and A$770m. for the 
ailing textile, clothing and footwear 
industry. The previous day, fire govem- 
. meat unveiled a A$425 ul mobile tele¬ 
phone upgrade for rural Australia. 

Deputy Prime Minister Tim Fischer 
conceded last week fire haniftwtg were 
mined directly at Hanson’s surge in pop¬ 
ularity and growing support for her 
party’s policies against immigration. 
Aboriginal welfare and free trade. 

But the sweeteners are relatively small 
and will do little to tackle some of fire 
deeper troubles plaguing tire bush, for 
example declining health standards. 

Farming is ranked as one of tire most 
stressful occupations in Australia, with 
widespread poor health, depression and 
a high level of drug abuse, says the gov¬ 
ernment's department of primary indus¬ 
tries. 

Pneumonia and infimnaa rates are 
94%-higher in rural women, white for 
men and women, heart disease is up 18%, 
strokes are up 29% and traffic accidents 
are up 61%. 

Bnt young people seem to suffer tire 
most from rural decline, with rural youth 
suicide up 600% in the past 25 years, 
compared with a 50% rise in cities. 

The suicide death rate for males aged 
between 15 and 24 in the bush is around 
33 per 100,000; compared with about 24 
per 100,000 in cities. 

“These kids talk about it as another 
option, one of fire tilings you might do in 
tire future if you don't get a job,” says 
rural health worker Melinda Murray. '

A ‘Lethal Weapon’

The rest is granntous vicrfence 
and stunts, some quite spectacnlar, 
all resolutely meaningless. 

There’s also a litde comic banter 
and a' lot of redundancy. Did we 
really need both Chris Rock and 
JoeFesci? I mean, isn’t one funny¬ 
man enough, especially with the 
bickering. Bickersons ' of Law 


Enforcement, Mel Gibson and 
Dazmy Glover, hogging the camera 
in endless yammering love sphts? 

And bow many car chases can 
one movie have? 

All the regulars are here. The 
movie really should have been 
called “Lethal Weapon: The 
-Reunion.*’ Besides Pesci, Rene 
Russo reprises from HL Gibson's ~ 
Beretta and GTover’s Smith are bf~' 
course on hand, or should I say, in 
hand. 

Does anybody remember the first 
film? That was an actual movie, 
until it went nuts at the end, and the 
lethal weapon of the title was 
Gibson’s melancholy mind. He was 
a devastated, self-loathing Vietnam 
yet hellbent on spectacular self¬ 
extinction; memories of America's 
least favorite war filled die film, 
giving it an almost tragic dignity. 

Its arc was redemptive. It 
watched as the crippled loner 
white man was healed by the 
healthy black family man. It was 
as full of love as it was of guns - 
and it was very full of guns. 

Four profitable editions down the 
line, that’s all gone, to be replaced 
by nothing. The movie has no sub¬ 


text at all, unless it's so mething like 
“orange propane explosions are 
cool!” Maybe they are, but every 3 
minutes and 21 seconds? 

When the movie finally gets 
started, about an hour or so in, it 
seems to be about a scam by which 
the Chinese triads are buying the 
freedom of imprisoned elders-from 
corru pt C hinese • generals with 
'couhferfeityen. ‘"T”'" 

Why, you ask, as nobody con¬ 
nected with the production ever 
did, would such a thing take place 
on American soil, not Chinese? 
Possibly the movie explains it, 
possibly it doesn't; who could (ell? 

The real reason, however, is that 
if it took place in China there’d be 
no excuse for Gibson and Glover 
to launch a car from die Ventura 
Freeway, plunge it through a draft¬ 
ing office full of blueprints, people 
and desks, re-launch it on die other 
side, and have it land on the Santa 
Monica Freeway. 

Is this worth seeing? If you like 
breakage, the answer is a big yes. 
Glover's Murtaugh and Gibson’s 
Riggs literally get in the way of (be 
Chinese caper when their fishing 
boat is sunk by a tramp freighter 


smuggling in illegals in a gambit 
so tertiary to the central plot that 
it’s hardly there at aJL 

Riggs sinks the freighter with his 
pistol, while Murtaugh shanghais 
die members of one alien family 
and grants diem his own private 
asylum, because he’s moved by the 
“slavery** aspects of their plights 
(the' Illegals are indentured. to 
Chinese gangsters for $35,000 
worth of hard labor). 

Eventually the immigrant family 
is re-acquired by the triad boys to 
use as leverage to get an engraver 
to complete the counterfeit job. 
Everything else is riffs and racism. 

The director, Richard Donner, 
was so proud of his anti-apartheid 
stand that he did a whole movie 
about it (Lethal Weapon II), and he 
festoons this picture with anti-NRA 
and anti-assault rifle messages 
(even though he’s probably sold 
more Beretus to the American pub¬ 
lic than Berena’s actual ad agency). 

But he seems to regard Asians as 
amusing 11*1 Oriental fellers, with 
buck teeth and funny accents. He 
even uses the old “flied lice” gag! 
Some liberal! 

The movie's one grace note is 


sounded by its villain, played by 
the Hong Kong action star Jet Li. 
This guy has martial arts moves 
that are so dynamic one can hardly 
believe them, some twisty scissors 
kick action that makes him seem 
like he’s from another dimension, 
or at least another form of gravity. 

When he lets loose, the movie 
becomes, however so briefly, fas¬ 
cinating, even awesome. It’s the 
power, instantly recognizable, of 
the authentic over tire artificial 

As for Gibson and Glover, both 
remain likable but nothing they do 
could be confused with acting. 
.Mice and Ralph Kramden sniped 
at each other more funnily 40 years 
ago than these two old wbeezers. 

Lethal Weapon IV is also end¬ 
less. You know the thing where 
you think it's over and you start to 
get up, and suddenly a whole new 
scene begins and your heart sinks? 
it dees this twice. 

Twice! This is some kind of 
weirdness: A movie that almost 
forgets to start almost forgets to 
end. (The Washington Post)

: enjoy, a large bulk of this music, 
performed by the London 
Symphony Orchestra, who play it 
like angels with Davis on the 
podium. 

Besides the larger works like 
Romeo et Juliette, Le Damnation 
de Faust, Venfance du Christ 
had Lelio, there is also a great 
version of Les Nuits d’ete with 
various, and not the customary, 
singers and many more treasures, 
some of which are not available 
on many, if any, other recordings, 
.This is the perfect Berlioz com¬ 
panion, truly great music per¬ 
formed by superb musicians and 
a conductor who is one of the 
best interpreters of this reper¬ 
toire.

E very summer young Israeli 
and international opera 
singers gather in Tel Aviv to 
hone their craft and widen their 
horizons with some of the best 
opera teachers in the world. 

But what serves as a first-rate 
opera summer school for the 
singers is also one of the more 
entertaining and enriching events 
for the gaieral public. Both the 
open master classes and the pro¬ 
gram of mini-opera productions 
presented by course participants are 
usually sold out in an instant 
This year’s productions include // 
barbiere di Siviglia, Rigoletto. Les 
Contes d'Hoffmann. The 
Telephone, Adriana Lecouvreur. 
Les Mamelles de Tirestas, 
Monteverdi’s Orfeo as well as 
Sondheim's A Little Night Music. 

The summer opera program of 
the Israel Vocal Arts Institute is the 
baby of American loan 
Domemann, a tireless pianist 
prompter, teacher and coach at die 
Metropolitan Opera in New York. 

Each summer, she manages to 
bring some of the finest opera 
teachers from all over the world to 
Tel Aviv, where they teach the 


young singers with lots of devotion, 
energy, vitality and excitement. 

As in the fast, this year’s teach¬ 
ers’ roster is most impressive. There 
are some great opera singers of the 
past and present, like Mignon Dunn 
or Ljuba Kazarnovskaya, and oth¬ 
ers who specialize in leaching 
rather than performing, like John 
Norris, Linda HaH, Martin Isepp, 
Paul Nadler. Pieire VaHet, Lucy 
Arner, Nico Castel, Patricia 
McCafferty, and the musicals 
expert Dan Gettinger, for example. 

There are also some newcomers, 
such as soprano Diana Soviero, one 
of the finest Madame Burterflys of 
our time, legendary basso Paulo 
Montarsolo, and towering baritone 
Justino Diaz. Each will give an 
open master class and numerous 
private lessons. 

None of the singers or teachers 
come to the program to relaxXU 
work hard for many horns each day. 

The summer opera program of 
die IVAJ, which opened earlier this 
week, runs until August 8 . The pub¬ 
lic master classes and the mini-pro¬ 
ductions take place mostly at die 
Israel Music Conservatory in Tel 
Aviv, with some events at the Enav 
Center and the closing gala concert 
3 t Noga in Jaffa.

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Zichroni’s two-edged sword 


U afortunately for the innocent victims, 
the truth generally has a bard time keep¬ 
ing up with a potential scandal. The 
accusations of improper contacts by District 
Court Judge Amnon Strashnov during the trial 
of Nahum Man bar are serious, and have been 
found by the State Attorney's Office to warrant 
investigation. But if the accusations turn out to 
be false, the true scandal will be how easily 
scandals can be generated and inflamed by par¬ 
ties who have an interest in doing so. 

Last month, Nahum Manbar was convicted of 
selling Iran material to produce mustard and 
nerve gas and equipment to build factories to 
produce chemical warheads. The court found 
that Manbar, a former paratrooper, had been 
paid $16 milli on to betray his country, and had 
“sacrificed the security of the state at the altar of 
personal greed.” A three-judge panel, headed by 
Strashnov, convicted Manbar of aiding and 
abetting an enemy, and of passing along infor¬ 
mation to the enemy with the intention of harm¬ 
ing the state. 

After Manbar was convicted, Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu noL only spoke of the 
severity of the crime, but said Manbar should be 
“severely punished." At the time, the defense 
team criticized Netanyahu for attempting to 
influence the court proceedings through his 
public statements. 

Indeed the practice of prime ministers speak¬ 
ing out on high-profile cases is a questionable 
one. Even in a case such as the Manbar trial, in 
which the national implications of the crime in 
question could not be more severe, it should not 
be acceptable for ministers to give the courts 
public advice. But the claim of the defense that 
a mistrial should be declared because of such 
utterances is farfetched 
Judges are rightly expected to shrug off the 
barrage of pressures that media discussion of a 
case can produce. Ministerial, even prime min¬ 
isterial involvement in such pressures should be 
. avoided but we all should have enough trust in 
our judges to be confident that they will not be 
swayed by such pressures. The charge in his 
petition to the High Court yesterday by 
Manbar's defense lawyer, Amnon Zichroni, that 
Netanyahu spoke with Strashnov regarding the 
case is a much more serious one. Zichroni 
claims that Netanyahu's spokesman, Shai 
Bazak. told former Manbar defense team mem¬ 
ber attorney Pninat Yanai that Netanyahu had 
spoken with Strashnov. Zichroni's petition also 


claimed that Manbar's wife. Francine, has 
recordings of Yanai telling her about the 
Netanyahu conversations with Strashnov. 

Netanyahu, Bazak, and Yanai all vehemently 
deny these allegations, some of which originate 
from a former boyfriend of Yanai who. she 
claims, is “mentally unstable" and was paid for 
his testimony. In addition, however, Zichroni 
makes another, even more serious charge: that 
Strashnov was romantically pursuing Yanai. 
Sources in the prosecutors' office characterized 
these chaiges as “second-hand gossip that most¬ 
ly does not pertain to the relevant period of the 
trial" but rather to the period when she worked 
as Strashnov's apprentice. 

Both charges - of Netanyahu initiating con¬ 
versations with Strashnov and Strashnov pursu¬ 
ing a member of the defense team during the 
trial - are very serious and must be quickly 
proven or dismissed. Normally, the Attomey- 
General's Office and the police must judge 
whether the allegations are backed with suffi¬ 
cient evidence to warrant investigation. But 
with so many reputations, including that of the 
justice system itself, on the line, there is no 
alternative but to investigate. 

The High Court, in rejecting Zichroni's peti¬ 
tion to force a mistrial, did recommend the 
attorney-general request a full police investiga¬ 
tion into all the chaiges raised. It is expected, 
however, that this investigation will only be 
ordered after the trial proceedings, including 
perhaps the appeal process, have ended. The 
relationship between the appeal and a police 
investigation is a delicate one and must be 
worked out between the attorney-general and 
the court But along with the primaiy consider¬ 
ation of doing what is in the interest of a fair 
trial, the need to quickly clear - or confirm the 
accusations against - a prominent judge should 
also be regarded as paramount 

Strashnov, however, should not be regarded as 
unequally bearing the burden of Zichroni's 
charges. Zichroni should be putting his own 
career on the line, if his charges are shown to be 
an spurious last-minute attempt to overturn his 
client’s conviction. Even if Strashnov's role 
were compromised, it is important to remember 
that he was one of three judges who convicted 
Manbar, so the there is little reason to believe 
that Manbar’s guilt is really in question. The 
accusation of obstructing justice should be 
regarded as a two-edged sword that threatens 
both accuser and accused.

That is why in 
choosing his partners, if choose he 
must, he first has them agree to his 
policy. 

But besides all other considera¬ 
tions. any failure which the law 
might reveal must be accredited to 
the outcome of the 1996 elections. 
Too many vest-pocket parties 
were able to gain representation. 
Thai can be corrected by increas¬ 
ing the electoral threshold from 
the present 1.5 percent to 4.5 per¬ 
cent or even 5 percent. 

I believe at least one more 
attempt should be made under the 
new law to elect a Knesset which 
will be more manageable than the 
present Only then can we really 
judge the efficacy, or shortcom¬ 
ings, of the law. 

What also should be considered 
is that in 1949. the 120 Knesset 
members sufficed for the 35.000 
or so voters. Today with close to 
3,500,000 eligible voters, that 
number should be increased by at 
least an additional 60 members, 
bringing the total to 180. The 
increase should make the Knesset 
a much more lively institution.

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The wall of hatred 


W hy was the Palestinian 
Authority so insistent on 
rejecting US Secretary 
of State Madeleine Albright's pro¬ 
posal of direct talks with Israel on 
the IDF pullback? And why does 
the PA refuse to convene the 
Palestinian National Council to 
revoke the anti-Israeli clauses in 
its national covenant? 

The reasons lie not in the cate¬ 
gory of tactics but of long-term 
strategy. If one may use an illus¬ 
trative image, this is the PLO's 
struggle for the right to broadcast 
on its TV station Palestinian, tod¬ 
dlers reciting anti-Israeli slogans. 
It is the struggle to hand over 
hatred to future generations. 

Temporary considerations have 
forced the Palestinian leadership 
to make declarations in favor of 
peaceful coexistence with Israel, 
but their leaders want to limit as 
far as possible the impact of 
negotiations with Israel. 

The PNC has a stronger impact 
on the future ideology of 
Palestinian nationalism than the 
executive committee thar discuss¬ 
es questions of tactics. It's not by 
chance that the national covenant 
requires a qualified majority to 
revoke or amend any of its clauses. 
Yasser Arafat doesn’t want to force 
the hand of future generations. 

First of all, he wants to increase 
the territorial base of his jurisdic¬ 
tion, and he can't do so without 
Israel’s consent. This is why he 
announced years ago that the 
clauses calling for the destruction 
of Israel were obsolete (“caduc”) 
but that statement need not cany 
any weight for his successors as 
long as the covenant remains in 
force. 

The Palestinians have managed 
to persuade some Israelis that the 
Israeli government's requirement 
of direct negotiations and the con¬ 
vening of the PNC is unnecessary 
and annoying. They succeeded in 
this because Arafat hasn't 
revealed the real reasons for his 
refusals. Quite the reverse. The 
Palestinians have managed to 
camouflage their stubbomess on 
this issue with “innocent” tactical 
reasons: they are willing to talk to 
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the Netanyahu government only 
after it commits itself in advance 
to implement the American plan; 
in other words, after there is noth¬ 
ing left to negotiate. 

The PA has ignored the factfoat: 
in the Hebron Agreement it made 
a commitment to complete., die 
process of revoking the anti- 
Israeli clauses in the Palestinian 
Covenant Its spokesmen explain

that the refusal to convene the 
PNC is anchored in an agreement 
with die Peres government that 
Israel would be content with let¬ 
ters sent by Arafat on this subject 
to a number of heads of state, and 
would not require a further explic¬ 
it public statement by the PNC. 

But even if the previous govern¬ 
ment passed up those require¬ 
ments, the PA agreed later, in die 
Hebron Agreement, to “complete 
the changes” in the covenant. In 
other words the changes, are still 
incomplete. The protifc<^reGbided*- 
by De nnis i • Rossi’ *#nwu*botii'*fl 
Netanyahu imfrArafatVauiKdrity;-' 
bears witness to this. 

OF course, Israel can survive and 
develop even if the PLO doesn’t 
change its national covenant. 
Since the covenant was drawn up, 
calling for Jews who emigrated to 
Israel since the Balfour 
Declaration to return to their 
countries of origin, the number of 
Jews in Israel has doubled. 

The covenant's amendment isn't 
essential to Israel’s existence, but it 
is essential to the existence of peace 
between Israel and the Palestinians. 
It's not a capricious bargaining 
chip, but a requirement for the 
establishment of a lasting peace. It 
is a prerequisite to a real break¬ 
through in the wail of hostility- 


Peace and the economy 


A senior government minis¬ 
ter told a group of busi¬ 
nessmen in New York that 
there is no relationship between 
the state of the economy and the 
progress towards peace. 

As l am acquainted with the 
aforementioned minister and 
believe in his sincerity. I was sur¬ 
prised at his lack of awareness. 

Similar statements were over¬ 
heard from speakers at the recent 
Zichron Ya'acov conference. 
These sentiments demonstrate 
ignorance or pretension, or both. 

Of course, the economic situa¬ 
tion is impacted by more factors 
than just the peace process, but 
anyone who denies that the level 
of defense spending, the volume 
of tourism, external economic 
relations, rate of investment and 
the status of the Israeli economy 
in financial markets are influ¬ 
enced by the geopolitical situation 
denies reality. 

The “globalization” that has 
become a byword, and is in part 
true, is not unrelated to the level 
of acceptance of the state by the 
“globe.” and as can be seen today, 
it is also not unrelated to tbe peace 
process. 

Defense expenditure and interna¬ 
tional relations have economic rami¬ 
fications. Therefore, peace and nor¬ 
malization also have an effect on the 
stale of the economy and employ¬ 
ment, and thus on the status of each 
individual within the Sate. 

Reduction of the friction with 
our neighbors, - the Palestinians, 
Syria and others, - will increase 
stability and reduce the threat of 
war. As a result, the certainty of 
future investment will be raised, 
and faster economic growth will 
facilitate increased expenditure cm 
education, science and research. 

The Palestinians are Israel’s sec¬ 
ond largest export market - 
approximately SI.6 billion in 
1997 - after the United States. 
More than 10 percent of Israel’s 
total exports, excluding dia- 
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monds, go to the Palestinians. 
That's more than Israel exports to 
Britain ($1.2 biltion), Germany 
($900 million) or Japan ($450 
million), all of which are consid¬ 
ered key markets for Israel. 

Tbe products that the 
Palestinians purchase suffer more 
than others from the recession - 
food and beverages, textiles, 
footwear and other traditional 
industries. These industries can ill- 
afford to lose customers in light of 
the fact that unemployment in the 
areas of Israel that rely on these 
traditional industries is acute. 

The Palestinian public also rep¬ 
resents a bridge to the wider Arab 
market in neighboring countries 
whose consumption grows con¬ 
stantly. 

THE gradual establishment of a 
joint Middle Eastern market, the 
building of joint infrastructure 
and the flow of natural gas from 
Egypt to Israel all are possibilities 
that would result from progress 
toward peace. 

The world is becoming more 
open to investment, communica¬ 
tion, cultural influence and pas¬ 
sage of people and goods from 
country to country; economic 
boundaries are disappearing and 
regions are changing their profile. 
Western Europe is becoming an 
economic bloc; and in Eastern 
Europe the winds of democracy 
and pluralism are blowing. 

We must integrate into this 
changing world. This is also vital 
because most Jews outside of Israel 
live in open, democratic lands. 

We must recognize that peace 
equals security, which equals inte¬ 
gration in the world (globaliza¬ 
tion), which in turn equals eco¬ 
nomic growth and a high standard 
of living, and vice versa. 

Understanding the reciprocal 
relationship in this equation is vital 


to managing appropriate policy. 

The peace process has been good 
to IsraeL the Gross National 
Product rose an average of more 
than six percent per year between 
1994-1996. Even after die recent 
rise, unemployment is still lower 
than it was in 1992. Direct invest¬ 
ment shot up from 0.8 percent of the 
GNPin 1992 to 3.5 percent in 1997, 
and some of die foreign investors 
who bad distanced themselves from 
Israel made investments here. 

This is not, however, the case 
among the Palestinians. One-fifth 
of all Palestinians in the West 
Bank and Gaza live in poverty. 
The rate of unemployment among 
Palestinians is approximately 30 
percent, which invites political 
and social pressures. 

In 1997, the Palestinian standard 
of living continued to decline; 
Palestinians are earning less, 
spending less and becoming poorer. 
That hurts the chances for peace. 

Why should this bother Israel? 
The US is concerned by the eco¬ 
nomic crisis in Asia, thousands of 
miles from its borders, because it 
affects American interests. Israel 
should care about the crisis in 
Gaza just as America is concerned 
about the crisis in Asia. 

TOe Palestinian public could be 
- indeed, it is - a bridge to a 
greater Arab market that is under¬ 
going modernization. The oppor¬ 
tunities for business and invest¬ 
ment in tiie Middle East are var¬ 
ied. Arab governments, like those 
of Egypt and Jordan, are imple¬ 
menting ambitious privatization 
plans and are opening themselves 
to foreign investment. 

Diplomatic progress is vital to 
the development and growth of 
the Israeli economy. Whatever our 
political outlook, we must under¬ 
stand this and it must affect our 
decisions. 



Anwar Sadat realized that wifo- 
- out breaking tbe psychological 
barrier for Egyptians and Israelis 
alike there was no chance of 
peace. So he began bis campaign 
-with a speech in the Egyptian par¬ 
liament on iris willingness to go to 
'the end of the.earth, even to the 
Knesset .in ; Jerusalem, in order to 
adrieve his objective without risk- 
. ing the life of a single Egyptian 
soldier, Arafat, sitting in the VIP 
gaB^ of the Egyptian parliament 
was among those who applauded, 
this declaration by Sadat, which 
paved foeway for the peace treaty. 

The dramatic step of a decision 
by the PNC to remove the anti- 
Israeli sting from die covenant is 
needed not only to persuade Israel 
of tiie sincerity of the Palestinian 
leadership's statements that they 
want peace. Such a step is chiefly 
needed by the PLO leader to edu¬ 
cate Palestinian society to peace - 
if he really wants a stable peace, to 
eradicate hatred, and not a tempo¬ 
rary truce. This revolutionary act, 
like Sadat’s, would free the practi¬ 
cal negotiations from tbe difficul¬ 
ties in which the three-way negoti¬ 
ations between Israel America and 
the Palestinian are stock. 

The same applies to the renewed 
Palestinian refusal to conduct 
direct negotiations with Israel. 
The demand for direct negotia¬ 
tions, is n't an in vention of the pre- 
Sserir government. • In foefearly 
71950s, Israel conducted a cam¬ 
paign for direct negotiations in the 
UN, meeting harsh opposition 
from the Arab countries. 

Arafat prefers the myth that he 
forced Israel to retreat from tiie 
territories of Judea and Samaria 
through the intifada and American 
pressure, not by direct peace 
negotiations with Israel. Such 
negotiations, like a public declara¬ 
tion by the PNC removing the 
anti-Israeli sting from the 
Palestinian covenant are liable to 
interfere with the Jericho televi¬ 
sion channel - and its teaching of 
hatred towards Israel. Arafat has 
to decide if he still wants to pre¬ 
serve and perpetuate the hostility 
and hatred towards Israel for his 
successors.

distributed is unfair. After all, the 
chance of someone living in the 
Tel Aviv area driving beyond foe 
speed limit is far less likely than 
someone who travels long dis¬ 
tances on a regular basis.

That, of course, is just what, the 
traffic cops are waiting for, and 
before you know it there is a siren 
coming after you (or maybe a hid¬ 
den radar detector, in which case 
you only know about. your 
offense some months later when a 
letter appears in the mail) and you 
are forced to make that embar¬ 
rassing stop on foe side of the 
road, to feel like a petty criminal 
as your documents are checked, 
presented with a fine and told to 
drive more carefully in the future. 

It is no different anywhere else 
in foe world, but somehow you

many people, accepting the 
tact that they will never 
have children is like coping 
with a bereavement. 
Allison Kaplan Sommer hears 
about a new support group 
that aims to help them come 
to terms with the loss 


I t can start as innocently as a 
chat, with a stranger on a bus. 
ni be talking with a little old 
fluty, recounts Orli, a divorced 
Jerusalemite in her mid- 40 s, with 
a catch in her voice, “and then 
®Jddenly, she'll nun to me and a sk 
how many children I have. Not if I 
have children, mind you, but how 
many.” 

And there it is again, that 
fa miliar twinge — the same pain 
Orti says she feels when she’s 
watching television and it seems 
every commercial’s featuring 
cherubic babies hawking dia¬ 
pers, formula, or baby food; or 
.. when she finds out that another 
one of her friends has become a 
parent - or sometimes a grand¬ 
parent 

Oiii, who like all the women in 
this article asked that her real 
name be'withheld, says she is 
finding coming to terms with a life 
without children — a situation due 
to a combination of bad luck and 
personal choice - extremely diffi¬ 
cult 

Her suffering isolates her, Orli 
says, because her childlessness is 
not a subject she las been able to 
discuss easily with friends and 
family, all of whom are married 
with children and just don't seem 
to understand. 

So she responded eagerly when 
she saw a newspaper advertise¬ 
ment promoting a new support 
group for those who are facing the 
future without children of their 
own and aren’t completely happy 
about it - 

The ad was placed by Celia, also 
in hernrid-40s, who belonged to a 
: similar support group while living 
jw.fhroa*i;i^d recency,,-^sppeed to.

Although 
Celia describes her marriage as 
happy, die issue of children never 
leaves her mind. 

While living abroad, away from 
her friends and career in Israel, 
the issue of permanent childless¬ 
ness became more pronounced, 
leading her to seek out a support 


get married and have three chil¬ 
dren, and thought she had found 
the man she would build her fami¬ 
ly with. 

“I was married between the 
ages of 28 and 34. Every year, 
when I said perhaps it was time 
to start Drying [for a child], my 
husband would say, ‘Next year, 
next year. * Toward the end of the 
marriage it became clear that not 
only was our marriage a farce, 
he never intended to have chil¬ 
dren” 

After her divorce, Orli made 
what she now believes was a 
mistake: She would not consider 
a relationship with a man who 
didn’t want children - and it 
seemed all of the men she met in 
her age bracket were not interest¬ 
ed. Most, like Celia’s husband, 
were divorced and uninterested 
in becoming parents again. 

Today Odi does not fed she is in 
a financial position to consider 
single parenthood, besides which 
she feels that “every child 
deserves a father.” She hopes toe 
support group will help bar cope 
with hex feelings of regret, and 
help her move toward some form 
of “closure and acceptance.” 

Since there are no childless peo¬ 
ple in her circle, Orli also looks 
forward to meeting other people in 
her situation. 

Celia’s group abroad, an which 
she plans to model the Israeli 
group, included couples, angle 
women and men. It began as an 
outgrowth of an infertility support 
group, after some members of 
such groups reached a point where 
they decided that physically, emo¬ 
tionally and financially they had 
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noting that many Israelis are hesi¬ 
tant to open up in such a setting, 
even when confidentiality is 
assured. 

“It’s such a small country. If you

“It really is a bereavement 
group,” Celia explained. “You 
team to come to terms with a loss 
- you haven’t got a child, and are, 
in a way, mourning tire child you 
never had. 

“We discussed issues like grow¬ 
ing old without kids, holidays 
without kids, how to deal with 
someone showing up at work 
pregnant; how to cope with family 
and parents putting pressure on 
you, with feeling that they are 
favoring other ablings because 
they have children. We talked 
about how to deal with one’s part¬ 
ner, if one wanted a child, and toe 
other didn't 

“Not every subject was rele¬ 
vant to every person, but every¬ 
one offered support. The main 
issue is that none of-us have kids, 
and that pain is toe same.” 

The group support helped Celia 
cope with “that incredible jeal¬ 
ousy and sadness.” 

Celia is hopeful that her idea for 
a group here wQl take off, while 


wide circle of single and childless 
friends, die still has a bard time 
talking about her situation with 
them. 

Those who have remained 
childless out of choice and are 
happy with their decision, she 
says, don’t particularly want to 
discuss her troubled feelings on 
toe subject 

“I feel very sensitive about the 
whole titling,” she says. “Giving 
up on the dream of being a moth¬ 
er is not like giving up on toe 
dream of, say, being a marine 
biologist. It is so much more 
important than t h at . 

“If being a marine biologist is 
that important to you, you can do 
it at 60. But this is something I 
can’t postpone until later.” 

Ellie describes toe feeling of 
watching women around her hav¬ 
ing babies “as if you are on one 
side of a pane of glass, and toe 
reality you ought to be part of is 
on the other - like having your 
nose pressed up against a restau¬ 
rant window when you are hungry.

ried. admits that she suffered from 
a “Peter Pan” syndrome for many 
years, unaware that she was get¬ 
ting older and that her options 
were narrowing.

that eggs from a woman my age 
had likely deteriorated too much, 
and wouldn't be able to with¬ 
stand freezing.

Despite her yearnings, Ellie, 
like Orli, has considered and 
rejected the idea of single parent¬ 
hood. 

“I think ideally a child should 
have two parents at toe start, not 
begin on the wrong footing. And 
financially, I couldn't handle iL • 

“Recently, on Channel 8, J saw a 
woman who had a child from a 
sperm donor, and 1 thought: What 
a ghastly thing to do to a child. 
What must it be like for someone 
to say “I come from a sperm 


donor”? 

“It must be terrible emotionally 
and psychologically. I’ve thought 
of adoption - but for me, part of 
toe desire to have a child is a bio¬ 
logical thing. To have someone 
who resembles me is a factor, I 
can't deny it 

“I would really have loved a 
daughter. I think ! would be a 
great parent,” Ellie sighs. 
“Sometimes I wonder if I’ll regret 
not having the guts to go it alone. 
But then I feel there's a good 
chance I would suffer, and then 
the child’s quality of life would 
suffer.” 

All three women feel that their 
personal feelings about their cir¬ 
cumstances have been intensified 
by the society around them. 

“There is so much social pres¬ 
sure in this country,” says Orli. “In 
Israel, not having a child is a 
major catastrophe. 

“When I got divorced, people 
said, ‘You should have had chil¬ 
dren, you wouldn’t have gotten 
divorced, you would have been 
held together by toe children.' 

“If you ask me,” Orli says, “this 
child-orientation can be a little 
sick. There is this belief in our 
culture that all normal people 
have children - J think there 
needs to be more understanding 
that there are people who don't 
have children for various reasons, 
and are still perfectly normal.”

T his week's column contin¬ 
ues an exploration of the 
ideas advocated by Adele 
Faber and Elaine Mazlish, authors 
of the best-selling How to Talk So 
Kids Will Listen and Listen So 
Kids Will Talk. 

So let's talk about teacher-child 
communication. 

Teachers should express their 
own feelings as well as acknowl¬ 
edging those of their students, 
Faber and Mazlish say. 

“When we describe what we 
feel, we accomplish several 
important objectives. We afford 
ourselves toe relief of being gen¬ 
uine. We model a way to be angry 
without being hurtful. We make it 
possible for our students to begin 
to hear us.” 

So instead of telling fifth-grader 
Boaz, “You are so rode - you 
always interrupt!” his teacher 
might say, “It frustrates me when I 
start to say something and can’t 
finish.” 

No one is blamed, no one is 
accused of wrongdoing, and every¬ 


one’s self-esteem is preserved. 

Unfortunately, impatient and 
under pressure, teachers - like 
parents - tend to command a child 
to do something; and as we all 
know, children love to resist com¬ 
mands. 

A better way to encourage coop¬ 
eration, say Faber and Mazlish, is 
simply to describe the problem. 

Instead of saying, “You’re doing 
a terrible job taking care of our 
pet! You forgot to give that poor 
hamster water. Do it now!” a 
teacher could merely point out that 
the hamster is sucking on an 
empty water bottle. 

The student in charge of the pel 
will probably do the job either 
way, but the first statement will 
make ber feel bad about herself, 
and hateful and angry toward ber 
teacher. 

The second describes die situa¬ 
tion in a neutral manner, allowing 
toe student to solve toe problem 
on her own. 

Similarly, instead of scolding a 
pupil for inappropriate behavior, a 
teacher can explain the conse¬ 
quences of his actions briefly to 
him. 

A teacher who began imple¬ 
menting these ideas shared her 
success in a letter to Faber and 
Mazlish: . 

“Instead of accusing David of 
always leaving the jar of paste 
open after using it, I said, ‘David* 
paste gets dry and hard when it 
isn’t covered.’" 

The teacher did this throughout 
the day with various pupils, and 


sullen response, she got a non¬ 
defensive “Oh,” or “Okay.” 


TEACHERS, like parents, get 
much further when they focus on a 
child’s achievements rather than 
on his or her failings or problems. 

“It requires a deliberate inner 
decision on our part to reflect to 
our students what is ‘right’ about 
diem now, in toeir less-than-per- 
fect state,” Faber and Mazlish 
write. “Yet when we do, we often 
see a youngster bloom before our 
very eyes.” 

So instead of criticizing seventh- 
grader l isa for her poor handwrit¬ 
ing, a teacher might say, “Lisa, this 
‘t* right here is a pleasure to look at 
It’s almost tall enough, and you 
remembered to cross it at the top.” 

This kind of approach, Faber 
and Mazlish maintain, “often 
leads to all the ‘t’s being length¬ 
ened and crossed." 

Another energy-saving tactic 
Faber and Mazlish advocate 
involves the written word itself. 

When repeated admonitions to 
“Wait until I calf on you," toiled to 
have their desired effect on a 
pupU, his teacher dropped a folded 
note on his desk with the words 
“When you want to show/You 
unden: tan d/Don’t call ouWust 
raise your hand." 

For the rest of the period, Faber 
and Mazlish write, toe child was a 
model of cooperation.

Hebrew University’s School of 
Social Work agrees that a society 
should not push people into par¬ 
enthood, he expressed concern 
that a support group for those who 
have “given up" on children might 
push people who are still undecid¬ 
ed into living totally childless 
lives. 

“This is such an individual and 
personal decision," he says. “No 
one should be preaching in any 
direction. It is important for peo¬ 
ple who have the desire to parent 
to know that they have options, 
that nobody has to remain without 
children in their family. 

“One option is toe area of foster 
care. One can be very, very 
important in the life of a child 
doing this. It is a way to try par¬ 
enthood out; and single people 
can foster children. Many of these 
situations turn into adoptions,” 
Jaffe notes. 

In any case, he goes on, child¬ 
less people can adopt “Today 
intercountry adoptions are becom¬ 
ing more open and more reason¬ 
able. 

“What I would be unhappy 
about in such a group is people 
telling others how to lead their 
lives. They shouldn't be brain¬ 
washed; they should go with their 
feelings. 

“If they go with the view that it's 
best not to pursue any form of par¬ 
enthood, fine - but they must 
know that it’s not the only view. 
They must lode within themselves 
for toe answer. 

“If such a group supports them 
in whatever they decide, that's 
wonderful ” 

Professor Joseph Itzkovitz, 
chairman of the obstetrics 
department and the IVF unit at 
Haifa’s Rambam Hospital, calls 
support groups valuable and 
admits be is “uncomfortable” 
with the fact that support and 
psychological services have 
lagged behind the racing fertility 
technology. 

However, he believes more in 
the effectiveness of individual 
counseling than support groups. 

Celia's group strikes him as 
“kind of depressing and desper¬ 
ate,” and he is not certain he 
would refer patients who have 
reached toe end of the line in 
infertility treatment, and are not 
interested in adoption; to a group 
like’heirs. 

Bint Celia says she'knows from 
experience how much such a 
group can help during a process 
that never truly ends. 

"You are always trying to 
resolve toe issue, but it never real¬ 
ly gets resolved; you just learn to 
live with it in an easier way. 

“The truth is, if you want a kid 
you never lose that feeling. 

"I’m better than I used to be, 
but it's a long process, which is 
why I am forming this group here 
- both to help others and for 
myself. 

“Before joining such a group, I 
used to walk around in tears. I 
don’t anymore.”

L ash grass can instantly 
transform any garden area, 
large or small, into a natural 
welcome mat, and nothing else 
feels so good under the feet. A 
deep-piled, dark green lawn will 
make your garden the envy of the 
neighborhood. 

Lawns are truly amazing in their 
resilience. Not many plants can 
suffer frequent removal of their 
top growth by the feet of animals, 
people and lawn mowers, and still 
survive, and Israeli lawns take a 
real beating during the summer. 
First there is the relentless sun. 
Then, if you have children who 
play outside, the grass is sure to be 
worn down, and keeping even a 
small patch of grass in good shape 
takes time and money. 

Many inexperienced gardeners 
consider a lawn to be low-cost and 
low-maintenance. The initial out¬ 
lay is indeed modest, especially if 
the lawn is grown from seed, and 
the assumption is that the lawn 
will take care of itself once estab¬ 
lished. 

Bnt the truth of the matter is that 
more time and energy can be spent 
OH maintaining a lawn than the 
entire rest of the garden. Soil com¬ 
paction is usually die number one 
reason for lack of luster, patchi¬ 
ness and otter problems connect¬ 
ed with lawns. 

Few lawn owners understand the 
hazards of soil compaction. The 
problem starts when the top 10 
centimeters of die soil become 
compressed. Air; water and food 
are literally squeezed out of the 
earth. After a while the stress that 
grass roots encounter makes the 
grass less able to compete with 
weeds. The top growth is also 
slow to mend from injury. 

Compaction can result from 
trampling or wasteful and uneven 
watering. If the soil is naturally 
compact and heavy (clay-like), 
water will be unable to drain away. 
Snell puddles appear after rain or 
watering, and the grass roots even¬ 
tually start to roL As a result, the 
blades of grass cease growing, and 
patches of brown start to appear in 
parts of the lawn. 

Even new lawns will suffer if the 
soil underneath has been compact¬ 
ed. In the case of newly-built 
homes, the soil has become hard¬ 
ened from the construction vehi¬ 
cles or heavy equipment. The soil 
beneath the surface is “panned 
down” and -so made hard and 
crusty. But sometimes brown 
patches in a new lawn are just a 
sign that the grass is taking time to 
settle down. 

As one can imagine, compaction 
is also a particular problem for turf 
mi sports fields. Such confined 
areas are technically known as high 
traffic zones, and become so trod- 
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Lush, green welcome 
mat under one’s feet 


den down that parts of the lawn 
start to turn yellow and die off. 

Lawn grasses are usually trou¬ 
ble-free but, as with other garden 
plants, the better the health and 
vigor of the grass, the less likely it 
is to succumb to attacks of pests 
and diseases. 

Regular aerating, top-dressing 
and fertilizing, and correct mow¬ 
ing technique (see below) all help 
lawn grass withstand attack. 
However, attacks of fungus and 
mole-crickets (in Hebrew kelev 
mayim or arvsav ) can only be 
fought off with a specially formu¬ 
lated fungicide or the appropriate 
insecticide, respectively. 

If you notice small mounds of 
soil, ten centimeters or more in 
diameter, these are probably a sign 
of moles, who live almost entirely 
underground in tunnels from 4- 
20cm. deep. A mole can excavate 
an amazing 10kg. of earth in 20 
minutes. Moles devour many 
harmful pests that feed on grass 
roots, but unfortunately damage 
lawns with their burrowing. 

Instead of reverting to poisonous 
chemicals to destroy moles, we 
suggest you deter them. Moles 
detest strong smells, so try putting 
a few moth balls or wood soaked 
in creosote into their tunnels. A 
bad herring or other fish feat has 
gone foul also works, if not fee 
first time, then after two or three 
tries. The moles wQi not return. 

Maintenance is fee same for all 
grass types. Repairing a lawn is 
possible with proper care. Better 
still is fee prevention of lawn dete¬ 
rioration. We calculate that far 
proper maintenance, a lawn needs 
spiking and raking at least once a 
year, but if possible, twice is bet¬ 
ter. Fertilizer needs to be applied 
twice a year, together wife appli¬ 
cations of weed killer. To keep 
your lawn looking its best, you 
should mow it once or twice a 
week, depending on fee weather. 

Here are a few general guide¬ 
lines for maintaining and improv¬ 
ing your lawn: 

R aking 

Raking fee lawn is usually done 
in fee spring and autumn. If done 
thoroughly, it can do a great deal 
to improve the grass. Raking not 
only removes “thatch” or dead 
grass, but also leaves and any 
decayed vegetation which may be 
lying on the surface of the soil. 

Rotted vegetation provides a 
comfortable home for pests and 
their future generations as well as 
contributing to the spread of fun¬ 
gal diseases. Using a grass rake 
gives best results. It is a kind of 
springy rake wife tines shaped 
ratter like a fan. Rake well in one 
direction and then mow the lawn, 
then repeat raking and mowing 
again in the other direction. When 


you are finished mowing rake 
away the cuttings, if your lawn 
mower does not catch them. 

Sp iking 

Spiking loosens fee top soil and 
brings air to the grass roots. The 
usual method of spiking turf is 
done by making boles 10-12 cm. 
deep. Simply use an ordinary gar¬ 
den fork, pushing it straight into 
the lawn at intervals of about 
12cm. Spiking gives best results in 
the autumn before the rains set in. 
If repeated in spring, it helps the 
lawn get off to a good start for the 
summer. The heavier and more 
compact the soil, the more spiking 
it may need. 

Top dressing 

Top dressing helps build up fee 
grass root system, and consists of a 
mixture of soil, sand, peat moss 
and compost. Spread the dressing 
over the lawn after spiking and rak¬ 
ing. Afterwards add lawn fertilizer. 


Fertilizer 

Many people are reluctant to fer¬ 
tilize their lawns, because they 
fear that feeding grass will simply 
make it grow faster which, in him, 
means more mowing. But in fact 
feeding a lawn makes it grow 
stronger and healthier. As well as 
enhancing overall color, texture 
and evenness, lawn fertilizer 
thickens up fee turf and so dis¬ 
courages weeds from gaining a 
foothold. Strong root growth also 
insures feat the lawn will stay 
greener for longer in a hot dry 
summer. Fertilize a lawn at least 
once if not twice a year.

E veryone knows that fee law 
requires dogs to be kept 
confined or on leash, but 
many people ignore the law, with 
occasionally unpleasant results. 

A reader in fee narfe writes: “Our 
neighbors have a large dog, part 
rottweiler, part German shepherd, 
very aggressive and frightening. 
Even though they have a fenced 
yard feat can keep fee dog in, they 
let it out late at night or very early 
in the morning, claiming that the 
dog ‘needs the exercise.’ 

‘Tortunaxely there are not many 
adults and no children on the street 
at fee time fee dog is running free, 
so it doesn’t get a chance to harass 
too many people. 

"Unfortunately, however, fee 
dog hates cats and has killed sev¬ 
eral neighborhood pets - some 
right in their own yards, and even 
one on its own porch. 

“We have tried to talk to fee 
owners, to no avail. We also have 
a dog. but we never let it out off 
leash. 

"Why do some people believe 
they can do just as they please? Is 
there anything we can do about 
this situation?” 

THIS is a matter for fee veterinar¬ 
ian of your municipality, or your 
local council. 

You have every right to com¬ 
plain and insist feat this dog be 
kept off fee streets when not on 
leash. If fee owner persists in let¬ 
ting the dog out regardless, you 
should repent the matter to the 
Government Veterinary Service in 
Beit Dagan.

annual defense budget increase fll

Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee Chairman Uzi Landau (Likud) 
will next week introduce a bill to force the 
Treasury to increase the defense budget by 
an annual NIS 2 billion, he told party col¬ 
leagues yesterday. 

If approved, the Defense Ministry's bud¬ 
get would be raised to NIS 36b. next year 
and a further NIS 2b. annually until 2003. 

Speaking at a meeting of Likud MKs, 
Landau said that defense vehicles are falling 
to pieces, and there is no real investment in 
military research and development. 


'■ We’ll pay the price if there’s a war," he 
warned, but added "I don't say we are in a 
situation similar to that just before the Yom 
Kippur War." 

Landau asked his Likud colleagues to 
support his bill in order to prevent him from 
turning to other political parties for backing. 

The Finance Ministry has consistently 
rejected Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai’s demands for additional fund¬ 
ing and his pleas not to implement cutbacks. 

The Treasury maintains that the annual 
defense spending package could be further 
slashed. The IDF should sell many of its 
prime assets, according to the Finance 


Ministry, including its property at Sdc Dov 
Airport on the north Tel Aviv coastline - 
one of the country’s most expensive pieces 
of real estate. 

Landau admitted that savings can be 
made, but the nation’s defense is of para¬ 
mount importance, and while other budgets 
are increased on a yearly basis the military 
budget is lagging well behind, he said. 

“]’1J do eveiything to ensure the social 
lobby isn’t the only one making demands,” 
he said. 

While Mordechai, who attended the meet¬ 
ing, did not directly refer to Landau's bill, 
he said any attempt to increase his min¬ 


istry’s budget would be most welcome. 

"Even if there's a complete peace [with our 
neighbors], when we made peace with Egypt 
there were no missiles from Iraq, soon there'll 
be missiles from Iran and other weapons and 
we must have an answer," said Mordechai. 

The Treasury this month began its internal 
deliberations on the 1999 state budget, 
where, once again, it will be looking to 
make substantial cuts in order to meet its 
multi-year target of cutting the budget 
deficit to 1 5 percent of the gross domestic 
product by 2001.

General Motors Corp.’s second- 
quarter net income fell 73 percent, 
a smaller drop than some analysts 
expected, as two Michigan strikes 
in their sixth week hobbled pro¬ 
duction for the world's largest 
automaker. 

GM said net income fell to S433 
million, or 59 cents a diluted 
share, from SI.58 billion, or 
$2.14, a year earlier, adjusted to 
reflect foe spinoff of its Hughes 
defense unit and a charge. 

Its shares rose 1 11/16 to 70 
9/16 in midmoming trading as 
sales and profit margins exceeded 
expectations that were reduced 
because of the strike, Morgan 
Stanley analyst Stephen Girsky 
said. 

"Sales and margins were slight¬ 
ly better than expected." said 
Girsky. who expected GM to 


report 45 cents a share. 

The company was expected to 
make 53 cents a share, according 
to the average estimate of analysts 
surveyed by First Call Corp., 
down from an expected $2.27 
before the strike began. 

GM has said the two strikes, the 
fust of which began June 5, can¬ 
celed production of 225,000 cars 
and trucks, and cut earnings by 
$1.79 a share, or $1.18b. 

Revenue fell to $33.46b. from 
$37.88b. Gross profit margin in 
the quarter fell to 14.7% from 
17%. 

The automaker's cash fell to 
$9.1 b. from $13.6b. at the end of 
the first quarter, mostly because 
of spending required by the strike. 
That was the high end of analysts’ 
expectations. 

"Compared to Ford, Toyota and 
Chrysler, they’re now in a pretty 
weak cash position,'* said Merrill 


Lynch & Co. analyst Nicholas 
Lo baccara. 

Chrysler, the world's fifth- 
biggesl carmaker, said Monday its 
automobile business had a record 
$9-2b. in cash, up from $7b. in foe 
year-earlier period. 

The company is "continuing to 
examine all opportunities to 
reduce cash consumption" and 
reviewing future spending for 
marginal products, GM Chairman 
and Chief Executive John Smith, 
Jr. said in a statement The strike- 
damaged results don't reflect "the 
positive momentum our financial 
performance had been building." 

Before foe strikes, GM offered 
price discounts of as much as 
$2,000 per vehicle in North 
America in an effort to shore up 
its sliding US market share, cur¬ 
rently about 31 %, and to match its 
rivals. 

With North America reeling 


from the strike, foe automaker got 
little help from elsewhere. 
Earnings outside North America 
fell by more than half to SlSlm.

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Internet stocks: To buy or not to

ntemet stocks went bonkers 
last week, some of them 
-bouncing up and down as much 
as 26 percent in a single day. 
When the dust settled, the market 
had judged that Amazon.com, 
Inc., the on-line bookseller, was 
worth roughly as much as (he two 
largest US book retailers, Barnes 
& Noble, Inc., and Borders Group, 
Inc., combined, and Yahoo Inc., 
the popular search engine (or Web 
directory), was worth more than 
the New York Times Co. 

How much are these Internet 
companies really worth? No one 
knows because in their short life 
spans they have generated little or 
no earnings. 

Share prices are built on earn¬ 
ings, since the theory behind own¬ 
ing stocks is that they produce a 
flow of cash that goes to share¬ 
holders — either immediately as 
dividends or eventually as capital 
appreciation as profits are rein¬ 
vested in the company. Without 
profits, it's bard to set a price. 

At this year's annual meeting of 
Berkshire Hathaway, Inc., chair¬ 
man Warren Buffett, America’s 
most successful investor, was 
asked about teaching business stu¬ 
dents. 'Tor the final exam,” he 
said, "1 would take an Internet 
company and say, 'How much is 
this worth?'And anybody that gave 
me an answer, I would flunk.” 

Lycos. Inc., which started the 
fun last week by jumping from 
$79.06 to $99.56, has never made 
a profit Last year, the company, 
which operates the Internet’s 
fourth most popular search engine, 
lost $9 milli on on total sales of 
$22m. The apparent reason for the 
miraculous rise of its stock price 
was that that the company 
announced a stock split - an 
accounting and marketing maneu¬ 
ver that adds not a cent of value to 
a firm. (Lycos, like other Internet 
stocks, also benefited from the 
decision of General Electric Co. to 
invest in CNET. Inc., a company 
that provides TV images for the 
Net.) Investors quickly had sec¬ 
ond thoughts about Lycos and 
knocked the stock down to $77.50 
by Wednesday, but it rallied die 
next day and is still up more than 
97 percent for the yean As recent¬ 
ly as Aug. 2,1996, you could have 
bought a share of Lycos for $6.13. 

Meanwhile, Excite, Inc., the No. 
2 Web directory, rose 10% oh 
Monday, also on word of a split. 
Amazon.com, Inc., the on-line 
bookseller, was up 13% the same 
day, while Doubleclick. Inc., 
which distributes Internet adver¬ 
tising, soared an incredible 72% 
in the week that ended July 2. 

By Friday, Doubleclick, which 
lost $9m. on sales of $30m. in 
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For approximately the same price, you could buy all of Amazon, or all of Barnes & Noble plus 
Borders. Meanwhile, total sales last year for Amazon were $148m., with losses of $28m. and total 
combined sales for the two other companies were $4.1b., with after-tax profits of $145m+ 
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1997, bad plummeted from $75.31 
to $49.75. 

Internet stocks turned up again 
after an announcement after trad¬ 
ing hours on Wednesday that 
Yahoo had actually made a profit 
of $8m. for the second quarter—as 
long as you don’t count a one-time 
charge of $44m. related to an 
acquisition. Yahoo, too, said it 
would split Shares immediately 
soared $16 to $202, though it 
ended the week at $181.25. 

Profits are certainly nice to have, 
but let’s put Yahoo’s into perspec¬ 
tive. For the year, analysts, on 
average, expect die company to 
earn about $23m., according to 
Nelson Information, Inc. That 
sounds good compared with prof¬ 
itless Lycos or Amazon. But, if 
that estimate becomes reality, then 
the price-to-eamings (P/E) ratio 
for Yahoo is 445, compared with a 
P/E of 28 for the Standard & 
Poor’s 500-Stock Index. 

Let’s compare Yahoo — whose 
market cap exceeded $9 billion 
last week - to some more venera¬ 
ble media companies. 

The New York Times Co., for 
example, has a market cap of 


57.6b., yet it owns the third-higfa- 
est circulation daily in die country, 
plus die Boston Globe, magazines 
like Golf Digest, eight television 
stations, two radio stations, an 
extensive on-line service and 
more. Sales last year were $2.9b^ 
and after-tax earnings were 
$262m. - or more than 10 times

The market cap. of Dow Jones A 
COt Inc., parent of the Wall Street 
Journal, is - only $4r4b^ Tbe 
Washington Post Co., which als6 
owns Newsweek, six network TV 
stations and a good deal more, had 
profits last year of $28 lm. but a 
market cap of only $4.9b. Would 
you trade Yahoo for Dow Jones 
plus the Post? Well, that’s the way 
the market is valuing the three 
companies. 


As for Amazon, its market cap 
on July 9 was $5.6b~ The market 
cap of Barnes & Noble, the largest 
bookseller, was $3b M and die mar¬ 
ket cap of Borders, the most prof¬ 
itable bookseller, was also $3b. 
So, for approximately the same 
price, you could buy all of 
Amazon or all of Barnes & Noble 
plus Borden. 

Total sales last year for Amazon 
were $148m., with losses of 
$28m_ Total combined sales for 
the two other companies were

$145m. And, by the way, if you 
purchase Amazon, you get zero 
stores. Buy Barnes & Noble and 
Borders, and you get 2,147 stores, 
including Waldenbooks, B.

staked important claims. Whether. 1 
others - including the New York _ 
Tiroes or Borders - will surpass 
them on die Internet is an open 
question. 

It is also wise to hesitate before 
ridiculing the prices that the mar¬ 
ket assigns to any stock-which is 
amply another way of saying that ' 
we shouldn’t consider ourselves 
smarter tire combined wis- - 
dom of thousands, or millions, of 
buyers and sellers. 

S till, market mistakes abound. 
Look, for instance, at Netscape 
Communications Corp., the 
hottest Internet stock of another 
era. The maker of browser soft¬ 
ware went public in August 1995 
at $28 a share and soared to 
$85.50 by December. It traded 
Friday at just under $37. 

In the end, I would concede that 
the current Internet darlings 
could be decent buys, but I would 
not be enthusiastic about owning 
teem.

Wall Street 

US stocks surged to record 
highs yesterday as investors put 
aside their worries over the ailing 
Japanese and Asian economies 
and instead focused on US cor¬ 
porate earnings reports. 

Based on early, unofficial data, 
the Dow Jones industrial average 
ended up 149.33 points, or 1.6%. 
at 9.245.54, breezing through its 
May 13 record finish of 
9,211.84. 

Advancing issues led declines 
16 to 12 on'heavy volume of 695 
million shares on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
posted its fifth consecutive 
record dose, rising 2.88 points, 
or 0.15%. to 1.968741. 

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index jumped 12.39 points, or 
1%, to 1.177.58. a new high. 

J.P. Morgan & Co. Inc.. 
Johnson Jk Johnson and General 
Motors Corp. all finished with 
solid gains after each of the cor¬ 
porate giants posted earnings (hat 
met or exceeded Wall Street 
expectations. 

“This is an earnings relief 
rally,” said Charlie Crane, chief 
market strategist at Key Asset 
Management. “I think the earn¬ 
ings ore pretty dam mediocre, 
but because they are a little bit 
better than most people were 
expecting, they are being regard¬ 
ed as stellar." he said. 

Johnson & Johnson rose 2-7/16 
to 74-1/4. J.P. Morgan leaped 7- 
9/16 to 133-9/16 and GM added 
7/16 to close at 69-1/2. t Reuters)

Slocks were mixed, with Israel 
Chemicals leading gainers after 
being reiterated “buy" at Sahar 
Securities. 

The Maof Index of 24 largest 
companies added 0.1 percent to

helped up by Israel Chemicals, 
which gained 2.5% to 4.53. 

Stocks were also helped by 
expectations the June consumer 
price index, to be announced 
today, will decline 0.1% com¬ 
pared with last year’s rise of 
1.1%. Thai is expected to prompt 
the Bank of Israel to cur interest 
rates for the seventh ti me this 
year, helping company profits. 

“It seems that the inflation fig¬ 
ures will be lower than expected 
and even be on the negative side,” 
said Eli Nahum, head trader at 
Zannex Securities. The Bank of 
Israel “is going to cut interest 
rates by an additional 0.6 percent¬ 
age point in the coming two 
months.” 

The Tel Aviv-100 Index of 
largest companies gained 0.13% 
to 312.58. 

Gains were limited by declines 
in Makhteshim-Agan. a maker of 
chemicals used in herbicides. The 
company dropped 4.3% to 10.45, 
amid concern sparked by a profit 
warning last week from DuPont 
Co., which said second-quarter 
earnings could fall 15% because 
of lower prices for crop-protec¬ 
tion chemicals and oil, said 
Martin Geifman, an analyst at 
Zannex Securities. Geifman has a

Foreign investors may have 
refrained from putting new money

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Nicklaus, Ripken: 
Bowing out gracefully 


Jack Nicklaus won’t be at 
Royal Birkdale in- Manchester 
when they tee it up tomorrow 
and begin the British Open. 
This will end Nicklaus’s streak 
of 146 consecutive appearances 
in pro golf’s four major cham¬ 
pionships - the Masters. US 
Open, PGA Championship and 
British Open. It will also end 
Nicklaus' even more impres¬ 
sive streak of playing in 154 
successive majors he was eligi¬ 
ble for. dating from 1957. 

Think about that for a second. 
Pro sports as we know it was in 
its infancy then; 1957 was pre- 
expansion. In 1957, there were 
16 major league baseball teams, 
12 NFL teams, S NBA teams 
and 6 NHL teams. To give you 
perspective on how long ago 
Jack Nicklaus started playing in 
golf's major championships, 
neither Michael Jordan nor Cal 
Ripken Jr.had been bom. 

The names Jordan and Ripken 
are bound to come up whenever 
the talk turns to streaks and bow¬ 
ing out gracefully. It has become 
open season on both men lately 
as a growing number of sports- 
writers and sportscasters call for 
Jordan to retire and for Ripken to 
sit down. 

There was no such pressure on. 
Nicklaus. Indeed,, many of us 
wonder why he broke the streak 
now. considering he tied for sixth 
in this year's Masters, and he 
plans to play the Masters and US 
Open through 2000. In facL he 
said Monday he intends to play- 
all four majors in 2000 . and then 
stop playing the PGA Tour at the 
age of 60. 

“"We’ve all got to stop some¬ 
time, and 1 don’t think it's any 
big deal," Nicklaus said. Bui 
Nicklaus said he would still play 
some “seniors” golf. 

His streak is over, but he is not 
quitting cold turkey here - as 
Jordan" would be, as Ripken 
might well do when his streak 
ends. With his commiunent to at 
least six of the eight majors in 
the next two years. Nicklaus is 
barely cutting back. It seems, he 
ended his streak here just to get 
people to stop asking him about 
.when he was going to end it.

as good a time as any). 

Nicklaus is the greatest golfer 
of all time, period. He not only 
won IR majors - far more than 
anyone else - but he finished 
second 19 times. That's 37 times 
in the top two! No current golfer 
has 37 finishes in die top 10. It's 
tempting to say Nicklaus is a cer¬ 


emonial player at majors now, 
but his Masters finish implies 
he's still formidable in large set¬ 
tings.

Jordan is in the same position 
in his sport, the greatest ever. He 
has led his team to champi¬ 
onships in the Iasi six fill] sea¬ 
sons he has competed. He won a 
championship in college, and 
with two Olympic teams. Jordan 
has scored in double figures an 
amazing 841 straight games tdat- 
ing from March 1986, a month 
before Nicklaus last won the 
Masters). The next longest active 
streak is 548. Why anybody 
wants him to retire is beyond me. 
Jordan is still the best player in 
the world, and those people who 
are urging him to retire because 
it fulfills their sense of perfec¬ 
tion, their sense of poetry, should 
go to the dog track. 

But Ripken is another story. He 
is not the best thud baseman in 
baseball. He is an aging player 
(five weeks away from turning 
38) with a .256 batting average, 
and seven home runs and 37 RBI 
- weak numbers at a power posi¬ 
tion like third base. If Ripken 
didn’t have this incredible con¬ 
secutive-game streak going, he 
would surely be asked to take a 
seat on the bench every now and 
then. 

Even before Ripken broke Lou 
Gehrig's record in 1995. critics 
were saying that The Streak had 
made Ripken bigger than the 
team he played for - and it was 
therefore hurtful, and ought to be 
stopped for everybody"® good. 
(My feeling then and now is that 
their careers ought to be stopped 
for everybody’s good.) 

But now that 2,130 has been 
left so far behind, the chorus of 
critics grows louder. At the All- 
Star Game last week Bob Costas 
and Joe Morgan both said they 
thought eveiybody could use a 
day off here and there. Sounding 
very much like Peter G. Angelos, 
they echoed the notion that 
Ripken's streak was so far out 
there now that it seemed to no 
longer have a point Like it’s 
anti-climactic. Even greedy. 

Sportswriter friends of mine 
predict Ripken won't go quietly, 
that he will dig his heels in - and 
even though Ripken has always 
maintained he will live with a 
“baseball decision" to end the 
streak, they believe it will end 


bloody. 

They say at some point Ripken 
should sit down for the good of 
the game. 

Isn’t that a hugh? Just a few 
years ago, coming out of that ter¬ 
rible strike of 1994. Cal Ripken 
Jr. was the only good in the 
game. 

Here’s whar 1 say to the peo¬ 
ple who say that Ripken’s 
streak is killing the Orioles: The 
Orioles h 3 ve won five in a row, 
and they are still 25'.. games out 
of firsL Did Ca! Ripken make 
the Orioles that bad by himself? 
You think if Ray Miller had sat 
Ripken down for a few games, 
the Orioles would be ahead of 
the Yankees'? Please. 

Let's understand something: 
This day-off stuff is overrated. 

Sitting down for a day won't 
make Ripken 28 again. All it 
will do is end his streak. And 
for what? You may not see a 
need for Ripken lo play every 
game, but there's no need to sit 
him down just to break The 
Streak. Don’t tell me players 
need rests. There are days off 
built in to the schedule. There are 
no doubleheaders anymore. Dug- 
outs are air-conditioned. Let's 
not make baseball into the 
French Foreign Legion. 

Every time somebody gets 
ready to bury Ripken. Ripken 
shows them how premature it is. 
He's not Willie Mays, stumbling 
under a fly ball. 

Take the All-Star Game. It 
was Ripken who banged a two- 
run double off the right field 
wall in the fourth inning to get 
the American League on the 
board. And it was Ripken's 
introduction that received the 
loudest, longest ovation. 
Ripken has always been a big- 
game player. 

You wait - if the Orioles do 
make a move now, it will be 
Ripken in the middle of it 

Ripken is clearly the best third 
baseman Baltimore has. If he 
wants to play every day, people 
ought to build a statue for him. 
It’s true that is because of The 
Streak, 

Ripken's presence on the O's 
has been inhibiting, and has 
made it difficult to bring in 
somebody to take Ripken's place 
in. the lineup. They .would never 
have brought Mike Bordick to 
play shortstop had there not been 
an opening for Ripken lo move 
to third. But bringing in a better 
third baseman is the very **:base¬ 
ball decision" Ripken is talking 
about. Until then, they ought to 
write Ripken's name in every 
game.

LONDON (Reuters) - Crushing commercial 
pressures may prevent Ronaldo fulfilling his 
potential as foe heir-apparent to fellow Brazilian 
Rsle, the greatest foothaller of hk generation. 

Pele scored 12 goals in the 1958 Wcrid Cup as 
a precocious 17-year-old. He featured in three 
more Cups and after retiring fiom international 
soccer in 1971 went on to play in foe North 
American Soccer League for three seasons. 

Stffl foe best-known name in foe world’s irvwf 
popular sport, Pfele has repeatedly stressed foe 
need for sportsmen to take care of their bodies. 

His longevity is a tribute to the care he took of 
himself but also reflects an era when the playing 
demands were less onerous. 

Although only 21, Ronaldo is the world player 
of the year and was expected to dominate the 1998 

World Cup. 

Suffering throughout the tournament fiom a knee 
injury after a strenuous season with Inter Milan ml 
minaiing in victory in foe UEFA Cup final, Rcnaldo 
showed in te rm i tte nt dashes of brilliance as Brazil 
progressed go Sunday's final against France.
